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FRANCIS HOUGH OF GA, AL, AND MS (2 OR MORE WIVES) 
Francis HOUGH (c 1777 GA —- after 1853 Wayne Co, MS) in 
1850 could not read nor write. He was recorded as 73 years 
old, born in GA. His life can be tentatively traced from 
Greene Co, GA, on the frontier, to the Tombigbee River 
district north of Mobile, Al, to Wayne Co, MS. Though 
illiterate, he was shrewd enough to gain and hold land, 
slaves, and property. He died wealthy by the standards of 


the times.

Francis "Frank'’ HOUGH md at least twice, the first time 
in GA, and at least one more time after 1830 in M8. In 
1850, his apparent wife was Sophia ?72777?7? (1802 SC - a3 
parents not known. The name of his first wife could have 
been Vicey, Emmaline, or even Sarah, based on names used by 
descendants. It is not known how many children each wife 
had. ‘here may have been 16 in all. At least 12 can be 
accounted for, and some of the others may have been a . 
grandchildren or step-children. Ae dada iad Lath om

a. Singleton (c 1802 GA - before 1860 LA) He lived in pea. 
Hinds and Wayne counties of MS and Natchitoches Parish, LA. 
He probably md twice or more. In 185047 his wife was Catle 
2°??? 2? (1815 MS = ), and ch weré Isaac and Catherine. 
Martha GORDON was with the family. In 1860, this Martha 
GORDON was apparently Martha HOUGH, widow of Singleton, with 
ch Catherine; Jason (?Isaac?); Singleton; and John W. 
Singleton HOUGH had older ch born by 1830, but their names 
are not known. The only child who has been traced, John W., 
eventually moved to Texas. 


b. Alson (c 1803/04 AL - after 1855, prob. Clarke Co, MS) 
md at least twice and lived in Hinds, Wayne and Clarke 
counties in MS. There was an Alson HOUGH of MS and TX who 
could be his son. There were also three HOUGHsS in eastern 
MS who could be his children, namely Thomas, Francis, and 
Nancy. Alson was on Masonic records through 1848 in Clarke 
Co, and he may be the Alson HOUGH on 1853 state census 
records in Wayne Co. In 1855, Alson HOUGH was on the Clarke 
Co tax list with merchandise sales, indicating he was some 
kind of merchant. 


e. Zeno (5 Jan 1805 Washington Co, MS Terr (now AL) - 

1860 MS, bur Liberty Cem, Smith Co, MS) lived in Wayne, 
Jasper, and Smith counties in MS, and in Caddo and possibly 
Livingston parishes in LA. He md Charlotte WATTS (26 Oct 
1806 SC - after 1880 MS) and their ch wer slender Unity; 
Mary Jane; Louisa; Zeno B.; Alexander MES” Charlotte; 
Caroline Matilda; Daniel Francis; Vicy; Cyrenus; and Talathy 
Cuma. “Zeno was a farmer and slave holder. 


d. Francis (c 1806 AL - 1860/70 probably in LA) md an 
apparent cousin Lucy STANLEY (1812 AL - after 1860 TX), dau

of Isaac and Lucy (HOUGH) STANLEY, and lived in Wilcox Co, 
AL, until the 1850°s when he resettled his family to Caddo 
Parish, LA. Later, probably after he died, his family went 
to Polk Co, TX. They were farmers and cattle ranchers. 
Children were Leonard Brantley; Alexander Watt; Reuben (or 
Miles); Nancy Emmaline; Unity; Travis; Mary Ellen; Albert 
J.; Sarah Jane; and John Pleasant. This family lived in AL 
near Isaac STANLEY, father of Lucy, and probably uncle to 
Francis. 


e. Leonard (c 1808 Washington Co, AL - June 1865 New 
Orleans, LA) was a farmer and doctor who lived in Wilcox Co, 
AL, Smith Co, MS, Wayne Co, MS, and New Orleans, LA. On 2 
Dec 1828 in Washington Co, AL, he md (1) Beady STOKES and 
had a daughter named Martha Ann and possibly others. About 
1840 he md (2) Lydia BISHOP (1817 SC - d before 1860 Wayne 
Co, MS), and their ch included Laurenia; Elizabeth; Amanda; 
Valcore C.; Francis Thomas; and Sylvester B. The three sons 
lived later in TX. It seems that during the Civil War or 
just after, Leonard went to New Orleans and left his Wayne 
County farm for the city. He apparently died during an 
epidemic. 


f. female born between 18608 and 1810, Washington Co, AL, 
not presently identified. 


eg. Richmond Nollis (c 1812 Wayne Co, MS - 8 Sep 1868 San 
Joaquin Co, CA) was one of the original taxpayers in Clarke 
Co, MS. He lived there from 1835 through 1838. Later, he 
became a wealthy planter and state legislator who lived in 
Jasper Co, MS, until ruined by the Civil War. After the 
War, he moved first to LA, where his wife died. Then he 
moved on to CA. In 1837, he md Caroline Matilda Thazer 
EVERITT, daughter of the Enoch and Margaret (BIRD) EVERITT 
family of Clarke Co, MS. Their ch may have included Francis 
E.; Sarah Jane; Thomas L.; Samuel H.; Martha A.; Lethy; 
Josephine; dau E. C.; George A.; Charles Galen; Richmond 
Nollis; Della; and John. Only Martha; George; Richmond; 
Charles G.; Della; John; and Sarah Jane were mentioned in 
Richmond’s will. Francis E.; Thomas L.; and Samuel H. can 
be identified in Confederate service records, but only 
Francis E. has been found later. They may have been nephews 
who lived with Richmond because he was able to provide 
schooling. He had his own postoffice at Hough, MS, in 
Jasper Co.. 


h. Martha (c 1815 Wayne Co, MS - after 1880 AL) md 
Archelaus Adolphus FERRELL and lived in Choctaw Co, AL. 
FERRELL ch incl Milton W.; Melissa Elizabeth; William B.; 
Levicey Emmerline; Thomas Benton: Francis Virgil: John B.; 
Sydney C.; Adolphus B.; Martha C.; Sarah Louise; and Alfred.

k. Nancy (24 May 1816 Wayne Co, MS - 1889 Caddo Parish, LA) 
in 1835 md Micajah JOHNSON and was disowned by her father, 
according to JOHNSON family traditions. (Micajah JOHNSON 
was an overseer and did not fit the expectations of old 
Francis.) Nancy and Micajah did very well in LA, and she 
was later a favored family member to her relatives. The 
JOHNSON home became a rallying point for her HOUGH brothers 
and nephews moving west. They lived near her for a few 
years before moving on. Two of the JOHNSON ch were born in 
MS and the remainder in LA. They were Leatha Ann; George 
Washington; Killie W.; Margaret Nahalia "Maggie"; Francis 
Hough; Martha E. "Mattie"; Roland; Richmond; Mike D.; anda 
son who died young, possibly named Hinton. ' :

1. Thomas L. (4 Nov 4818 Wayne Co, MS - 30 Mar 1878 Manatee 
Co, FL) on 13 Oct 36 md Elizabeth Ann LOPER and lived in 
Jasper and Clarke’counties of MS and in Monroe and Manatee 
counties of FL. “Thomas L. was a farmer and doctor. He 
seems to have served in the Civil War along with his sons. 
After the Civil War wiped them out in MS, they moved to FL 
where Thomas L. practiced medicine. Ch were Mary Elizabeth; 
John Leonidas; Peter Loper; Sarah Emaline; Francis Alhanan; 
Rebecca Unity; Benjamin; and Samuel Lightsey. All known 
descendants now live in FL. 


m. Emmerline (c 18624 MS - not listed 1870) md Rev. John W. 
FERRILL, brother to Arch FERRELL who md her sister, Martha 
HOUGH. They lived in Southern MS in Jackson Co. Their 
FERRELL ch were Wesley; Dalmintha; Alhanan; Isabella; 
Thomas; Vicey S.; Cyremia; Alson B.; John T.; E. H.; and F. 
A. 

Vicey (c 1824 AL - ) listed in 1850 as

Richard HUFF (c 1700 - will of 9 Sep 1754 Anson Co, NC) 
was an immigrant from England or from some other Colony to 
NC in 1741. The Colonial Council admitted Richard HUFF, who 
had a family of 6, to prove his rights to land in Hanover 
Co. By 1754, Richard was in Anson Co, which was a huge area 
at the time. When he made his will, he identified his some 
of his land as joining the Ford of Broad River. In his 
will, Richard identified his wife Martha, three sons 
William, Thomas, and Richard, and two daus Hannah and 
Elizabeth, and dau-in-law Sellpey STALL. Richard did not 
read nor write, and made his mark to his will. There has 
been some suggestion, that his, name was HOUGH, but all 
records found so fart th (Oat UFF. It would appear that 
his ch were not adults in 1741, but had become adults by 
1754. (There seem to be no further records of this family 
in Anson Co; but a similar family showed up in the next 
generation in Tyrell and Carteret counties as farmes and 
fishermen. ) 


Richard md Martha ??7? (c 1700/10 - alive 1754), who 
was to receive cows, cattle, and $100 Pennsylvania money 


from Richard’s estate. She and son William were to be 
executors of the will. Ch: 
1. William ( } was designated as executor of 


Richard’s estate; and he was to receive the dwelling and 
plantation of 100 acres. He is not identified later. 


2. Thomas ( } was to receive $100 Pennsylvania money 
when it became due and one set of plow lines. He was not 
identified later. 


3. Hannah ( ) md 2??? CRABBE. She was to receive $150 
Pennsylvania money.

5. Richard ( } was to receive 300 acres of a tract 
of land joining the Ford of Broad River and $200 
Pennsylvania money.

Richmond Nollis Hough (1812/MS - B Sep 1868 San Joaquin Co, 
CA) was a public figure who should be easy to trace; however 
he was one of those who was financially destroyed in 
Mississippi by the Civil War. He moved first to Louisiana, 
where his wife died, then to CA where he died not long 
afterwards. 


On 4 Oct 1837 in Washington Co, AL, he md Caroline Matilda 
Thazer Everitt (28 Jan 1824 AL - 5 June 1867 LA) dau of 

Enoch and Margaret (Bird) Everitt. The marriage was performed 
by her uncle, the Hon. John Fegan Everitt. Caroline was 
mentioned in Enoch Everitt’s will of 28 May 1336 in Washington 
Co, AL. The Everitt family was prominent and prosperous. 
Richmnond settled by 1839 in the newly opened Choctaw Indian 
lands of Jasper County where they prospered. Richmond 
operated a plantation with several slave familiea, ran the 
local post office, called “Hough,” and was the State Senator 
for the Jasper-Clarks distriot for 1852-54, 1856-57, and 1858. 
He was a Masonic member of the Quitman Lodge until 1846, when 
he moved his membership to Enterprise. 


Soon after the Civil War was over, and possibly before, 
Richmond Housh moved to LA. His family did not do well there, 
and Caroline and possibly some of the children died. After 
this, Richmond moved to CA, where he and his son-in-law Perry 
LeBlanc settled in Township 4 of San Joaquin Co. Gn 4 May 
1368, he and Perry LeBlanc had borrowed $3000 from the 
Stockton Savings Bank and had given a mortgage on the land 
holdings of 666 acres. hen, en 7 Sep 1868, Richmond Hough 
made his will in which he named son-in-law Perry LeBlanc and 
dau Martha Hough as joint executors. He gave his dau Math 
(short for Martha) Hough one gray mare and his poultry. He 
gave his son George a bay mare. His MS and LA properties were 
to be sold or divided into seven equal parts. He apparently 
died the next day, leaving six minor children. The children 
under 21 at that time inciuded Martha A.; George A.; Charles 
Galen; Richmond Nollis;: Della; and John. The seventh part in 
the will was probably for the wife of Perry LeBlanc, Sarah 
Jane. About seven mcenths after Richmond died, Martha md John 
B. Sutherland and took two of the children to live with her. 
Three stayed with Perry and Sarah Jane LeBlanc. In Aug 1871, 
the oldest boy, probably George, left the LeBlanc household.

The family in CA does not seem complete when compared to 
census records of 18640, 1850, and 1860.

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ZENO AND CHARLOTTE HOUGH OF AL, MS, AND LA 


Zeno HOUGH (5 Jan 1805 Tombigbee River area, Washington Libel 
Co, Miss Terr (now AL) - 7 ®ec 1860 MS, bur in Smith Co, pe’ 
MS) was a farmer and slave-holder who about 1825 in Wayne caer, 
Co, M5 md Charlotte "Lottie" WATTS (26 Oct 1806 SC - after 
1890 MS), dau of a WATTS family, with "Pa" WATTS, born 2 May 
1756 and "Ma" (?72) WATTS, born 23 April 1768. The WATTS 
parents probably came to MS from SC, but their states of 
birth may have been SC, NC, or VA. 


Zeno and Charlotte lived during the expansion of the 
Southern culture westward into MS, LA, and Tx. They took 
part in this effort and tried settling in LA two or three 
times. One son was born in 1836 in LA, but they may have 
returned to MS for a year or two. In 1840, they were in 
Caddo Parish, LA, along with other families from Wayne Co, 
MS. By family tradition, Charlotte was unhappy in LA, so 
they returned to Jasper Co in MS. Later they moved into 
Smith Co, where they owned land between Raleigh and 
Taylorsville, by family tradition. 


Some time during the 1850 decade, Francis HOUGH of 
Wayne Co died, and his sons must have received considerable 
inheritance. Zeno and his brothers seemed to have had a 
change of fortune during that decade, and an inheritance may 
have been the source. Zeno and Charlotte were certainly 
better off than most Smith Co people in 1860. They decided 
to move one more time to LA. Zeno, by family tradition, 
sold his slaves and led his wagons back to LA. Before they. 
were to cross into LA, they camped for the night; and Zeno 
died in his sleep. The wagons returned to Smith Co, and 
Zeno was buried near his old home. (The last move to LA may 
have been to Livingston Parish. Zeno HOUGH had land 
transactions there, and oil was later found under the land. 
One family tradition holds that the land was near Baton 


y 


Rouge. } 

Charlotte HOUGH held her family together through the 
Civil War, but one tragedy followed another until she was 
practically destitute. Late in life she lived periodically 
with each of her children. No record has been found of when 
and where she died or is buried. By all accounts, she had 
come from a well-to-do family; and she and Zeno had been 
married in style. DAVIS descendants still had remnants of 
her wedding gown in the 1970’s. She was remembered as a 
frail, gentle-woman whose sons could carry her on their 
shoulders. Zeno and Charlotte’s ch were: 


1. Ellender Unity (14 Feb 1828 MS - after 1880 MS ) md 
George DAVIS, probably in Jasper Co. They moved with Zeno 
HOUGH into Smith Co and were successful farmers. George 
DAVIS was a ist Lt in Comp G, 46th Miss Inf, and was leading 
his company when he was killed at Altoona, GA, in Sear’s 
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Brigade. French’s Division, about 5 Oct 1864. The DAVIS ch 
were Sarah Louise: Sabra Ellen; John Francis; Amelia 
Victoria: George Sanford; Quitman H.; Laura Almedia; and 
Simeon Lee. Ellen (HOUGH) DAVIS was a strong-minded woman 
who saw to it that her children were educated and of service 
to their communities. Later in life she adopted and reared 
her nephew, Virgil HOUGH (son of Zeno B.), and a starving 
non-related orphan named Henry REEVES. These two orphans 
took care of Ellen DAVIS during the last four years of her 
life when she was paralyzed. (It is recalled that a dau, 
“Lou DAVIS, later lived in a two-story home which had been 
built for her uncle, Mack HOUGH. ) 


2. Mary Jane (11 Sep 1829 Wayne Co, MS - 18 Mar 1873, bur 
Clear Creek Cem, Wayne Co, MS) md Rev Wilson WEST, who 
served four years in Comp C, 13th Miss Inf. Rev. WEST was 
ordained in 1856 as a Baptist minister and was an active 
missionary, helping to found 16 churches, marrying 141 
couples, and baptizing over 1800 people. His ministry took 
him into the roughest communities in MS, and he is recalled 
as carrying his Bible in one saddlebag and a bottle of 
whiskey in the other. Along with whiskey, he gave 
consolation, scripture, guidance, and prayer. Few turned 
him down. He and Mary Jane had these WEST ch: William Zeno; 
Mary Jane; George W.; Sarah Ann; Jim M.; Nathan Clark; Lucy 
A.; Elmira; Isaac L.; John Daniel; and two or three others 
who died young. Wilson West md (2} Charlotte WEST, sister 
to Mary Jane, but she died without having ch. He md a third 
and fourth time and had ten more ch for a total of 23. Mary 
Jane”’s descendant, Charles SULLIVAN, was Lieutenant-Governor 
of MS in the 1970 era. 


3. Louisa (28 Feb 1831 MS - } was last 
found on the 1850 census with the family in Jasper Co. She 
was recalled by a grand-niece as Aunt Lou-I-zer. She 
probably md in Jasper Co and moved away. Her family has not 
been identified. (One family tradition maintains that Rev. 
Wilson WEST also md Louisa HOUGH, but this seems to be in 
(error, ) 


4. Zeno Benjamin "Bee" (28 Feb 1833 - 1904 Smith 
Co, MS, bur Sylvan Grove Cem) md Margaret Jane CHISHOLM. He 
served in Comp G, 46th Miss Inf along with George DAVIS and 
Frank HOUGH and was wounded once or twice. He lost one eye 
from his wounds and lost sight in the other before he died. 
He lived with his daughter Emma after his wife died in 1876. 
Their ch were Emma Frances; William F.; Zeno Benjamin, Jr 
“Ben"; Lee Alson; Hughie Albert; and Oscar Virgil. Oscar 
Virgil was reared by his aunt, Ellen DAVIS. William F_; 
Hughie Albert; and Oscar Virgil changed their names to HUFF. 


5. Alexander McIntosh "Mack" (17 June 1836 LA - OE 
1861, near Baton Rouge, LA) in 1855 at Raleigh in Smith Co, 
MS, md Amelia CHISHOLM, sister to his brother’s wife, 
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Margaret Jane. Their five ch were Talitha Cumi "Letha":; 
Virlinda Alice (d. young); Victoria Almeda; and a son who d. 
young of whooping cough. Only the descendants of Letha have 
been traced. Alexander M. HOUGH had some land transactions 
in Scott Co, but he seems to have Lived in northern Smith 
Co, near the CHISHOLM families. (Descendants believe his 
home was on Leaf River beween Royal and Kline communities. ) 
He had joined in the move to LA and had a farm near Baton 
Rouge. The land was fertile, but the climate was unhealthy. 
He soon died in LA, and the family returned to Smith Co when 
Union forces occupied the area of their home in LA. 


6. Charlotte (28 Jan 1839 - 20 Aug 1874, bur Clear Creek 
Baptist Cem, Wayne Co) md Rev Wilson WEST as his second 
wife. There were no ch and Charlotte died within a year of 
their marriage. 


7. Caroline Matilda (4 Sep 1841 - 1913 MS) md 
James R. BOYKIN. The BOYKINs moved to the county border 
between Smith and Scott counties and established a farm, 
school, store, and church called Boykin, MS. Their success 
was the envy of Caroline’s brothers and sisters. The BOYKIN 
ch were Emanuel M.; William Frank; Frances Elizabeth; 
Braxton; Mary Jane; Martin Mosco; Eugene; and Eustace. 


8. Daniel Francis "Frank" (4 Aug 1843 MS - 28 Oct 1897 
Smith Co, MS) was a farmer in Smith Co after his service in 
Comp. G, 46th Miss Inf. After the war, he md war widow Mrs. 
Martha Lenora (MILLER) KEYES, whose first husband, Jeptha 
KEYES, was killed in the fighting near Vicksburg. Nora had 
two KEYES ch, Benjamin H., who died young, and Nancy Susan. 
Frank and Nora had Louisa T.; Laura Charlotte; Rose Ella; 
Elijah; Mary M.; Queen Elizabeth; Elisha; Luther; and Rufus 
Franklin. 


9. Vicy (29 Dec 1845 MS - } Listed in the 
family bible and on the 1860 census, but no record has been 
found later. (One family tradition recalled her as 
"Vickie." } 


10. Cyrenus (11 Dec 1847 Garlandville, Jasper Co, MS - 9 
June 1928, bur Upper Bayou Cem near Welmont, AR) was a 
farmer in MS and LA. In 1876 in Rapides Parish, LA, he md 
(1) Rachel Lamalle WAITS and had 4 ch. Rachel and two ch 
died, and Cyrenus and the other two, Thomas and Eli Cvyrenus, 
moved back to Smith Co, MS. There Cyrenus md (2) Pernicia 
Emmaline THORNTON and they had Julia; Zeno; Bessie; George; 
Virgil; Chester Lewis: Ella Vashti; and Velma Estelle. 
Cyrenus moved back to LA about 1918. Cyrenus had served in 
the Miss State Guard during the Civil War and received a 
Miss pension, but his service was not recognized in LA.

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Samuel and Sarah Hough of NC, GA, Al, and MS 


Samuel Hough who later lived in GA, AL. and MS was born about 1850 
in one of the seaboard states, probably NC. In 1820 he was a 
native born citizen engaged in agriculture over 45 years of age. 
Very Likely, Samuel Hough could not read nor write, but he did make 
rather elaborate seals on some legal documents. He was phonetic 
“huff" recorded by various scribes as Hough. Hoff, Huff, and Hoof. 
Records indicate he went to GA from NC. 


There was a Samuel Hough family in Anson Co, NC, when that county 
was formed from Bladen Co about 1749/50. There were records for 
Samuel Hough in Ansen Co at least until 1768. There was also a 
Joseph Hough family there in the latter part of this period. These 
two families were on Brown Creek, with a single farm separating 
them. The Joseph Hough family was the origin of many SC and NC 
families and has similar traditions to the Samuel Hough family 
which moved to MS. Joseph Hough died by i775 and his estate wag 
administered by Joseph Hough, Jr. Some Houghs who appeared in 
Joseph Hough records were Amos; Sampson: John; and Abraham. Jacob 
and James Hough are in other records. it has been assumed that the 
first four are definitely sons of Joseph Hough, Sr. There was a 
Richard Huff or Hough family on Broad River, but it does not seem 
to be related. It or a similar family was later found in the coast 
as farmers and fishermen. 


The most likely parents of our Samuel Hough seems to be Samuel 
Hough of Anson Co and his wife Frances. She appeared on a few 
documents with Samuel. EHRecords are found in the Anson Co deed and 
patent books and are summarized in Anson County, NC, Deeds 1749- 
1786. 


1749, 22 Dec. Samuel Hough land grant for 300 acres (Deed Book 4, 
pp 952, 1034) 


1750, 20 May. Samuel Hough sold land on Pee Dee River to Rowland 
Williams. 


1751. 16 July. Samuel Hough bought land from Thomas Harrington 
(Deed Bock 1, p 71). and sold land the same day to Rowland Williams 
(Vol A. pp 260-261, Anson Deeds). The land sold to Rowland 
Williams was 150 acres of a 16 April, 1750 grant to Samuel Hough. 
It was located 6 to 7 miles above Brown’s Creek, South side of 
Great Pee Dee River. This land was later sold to John Gambrill on 
18 Jul 1751. 


1753, 17 Nov. Samuel Hough received land ernt #867 for 300 acres 
on the south side of Great Pee Dee River and on the south side of 
Brown’s Creek. (1753 Patent Book 2) 

i754, 12 Jan. Samuel and Francis Hough were witnesses to a sale of 
150 acres by Rowland Williams to Emanuel Cocke, part of a 300 acre 
grant to Samuel Hough on i6 April 1750. The land was on the south 
side of Great Pee Dee on Brown Creek.

The first known appearance of Samuel Hoof in GA was 8 Nov i778 at 
Wrightsborough. Samuel Hoof of NC, no family. was granted i00 
acres on the North side of Little River 4 and 1/2 miles from Kettle 
Creek. This area was later in Wilkes Co and was the scene of 
violent partisan conflict during the Revolutionary War. In the 
battle of Kettle Creek in 1779, the Rebels won a resounding victory 
over the Loyalists. It is not known whether Samuel Hoof 
participated in that battle, but is is clear that he serwed in the 
War, @ither in GA or in some other state. 


Lists of Rev War Soldiers of GA show those who served in GA or in 
some other state. They are inaccurate in many details, but they 
are the only records we have. Much of the partisan activity in 
Wilkes Co was not done in formal military units. However, on p 
354, Georgia Soldiers of the Line, both Samuel Hough and Samuel 
Huff are listed. Samuel Hough was on the Revolutionary Soldier 
“book pay rolls" certified by Col. Robert Middleton. The Roster of 
the Revolution also shows Samuel Hough and Samuel Hoff. On 28 Feb 
1784, (p 79, Revolutionary Soldier’s Receipts of Georgia Bounty 
Grants, #052) Samuel Huff received 250 acres. This particular grant 
was in a group with E. Clark, and seems to have bean the amount for 
Aa Single man. In 1784, Samuel Huff owned 250 acres at Warrenton. 
This would seem to be the same person. In fact, all the Huff, 
Hough, Hoff. and Hoof land grants are believed to be for the same 
person. Clearly, a phonetic "huff" served who was named Samuel. 


i760 While living on Little River in Wilkes County. Samuel Huff 
had a yellow bay horse stolen from him by Creek Indians. He was 
awarded a claim against the Creek Indians for $100. After 
settlement was made with the Creek Indians much later, this claim 
was filed in Jan 1822 by Robert Fulwood of Clarke Co, GA. He had 
purchased the claim from Samuel Huff, who had left the state. 


i783 Samuel Huff may have held 200 acres of land at Warrenton. 


i764, 24 Sep. The Governor of GA signed a land grant to Samuel 
Hoef for 200 acres in Wilkes Co (Candler, p 713). Also in 1784, 
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Wilkes Co Grant Book III, p 738, shows Samuel Hoff received a grant 
for S500 acres (Candler, p 713). 


1785, 4 duly. Samuel Huff owned land in Wilkes Co, GA (Wilkes Co 
Records, Vol 1, p 249). On 2 Sep 1785, Samuel Hoof and wife Sarah 
sold to Charles Smith the 300 acres originally granted to them in 
1784 in Wilkes Co.

He held these brands at least through 1795. Green Ca tax lists for 
1789 show Samuel Huff and Thomas Stanley in Molton District. 

Thomas Stanley had settled on Beaverdam Creek in 1789. There were 
two or more Hough- Stanley marriages later. 


1789-93. Washington Co Surveyor’s Books mention Samuel Huff*s 
line. (He apparentiy was first to have his land surveyed and was 
thus recorded. This was likely the 287 and 1/2 acre grant he had 
sold in 1786). 


1792, 11 Sep. Samuel Hoof’s Green Co land was south of Austin 
Whitten’s grant and near Richland Creek (Green Co Deed Book 2, pp 
6863-664). In 1796, Samuel Hoof’s land was still south of the 
Whitten grant when that grant was sold (Greene Co Deed Book 2, pp 
664-665). 

L797, 17 Dec. Samuel Hough witnessed a land sale of Swaney to 
Brown on Richland Creek waters of Oconee River (Greene Co Deed Book 
2, p 4389). On 13 Nov 1797, Francis and James Hough had witnessed a 
Hancock Co, GA, deed for 230 acres of land originally granted to 
Reuben Pounds in Green Co. 


1798, 16 Nov. Francis Huff was associated with the Lewis Davis and 
Thomas Davis families in Green Co, GA. 
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1800, 16 Oct. Francis (4) his mark Hough of Greene Co sold 30 
acres of Jand on Richland Creek to Richard Smith for $100. 


i801. Grrend Co Tax lists show Isaac and Stephen Stanley in Molton 
District. On 1 Jan 18602, Nancy Hough md Isaac Stanley. There is 
an entry torn partly for another Stanley Hough marriage believed to 
be that of Elizabeth Hough to Stephen Stanley. 


18038, 15 Nov. Samuel Huff was in the Tombigbee area of Miss Terr, 
signing petition requesting a separate territory for that area.

The dates of birth for Mary Jane and Ellender U. may be 
reversed. Af of 6 March 1828, Mary Jane Hough was listed with 
the Watts family as being born 14 Feb 1828. Also, some of the 
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children besides Mack, possibly Charlotte and Caroline, were 
born in LA. The remainder ot the family was born in MS. Zeno 
Hough is recorded in the Wayne County census in 1330, Caddo 
Parish, LA in 1840, Jasper County in 1850, and Smith County 
in 1860. He died 9 Dec 1860 while moving back to Louisiana. 


Zeno Hough was cone of the older sons of Francis Hough, a 
pioneer settler on the Tombigbee River in Alabama and in Wayne 
County, MS. Charlotte Watts was from a SC Watts family. They 
(Zeno and Charlotte) apparently started their family in Wayne 
County about 1827. He was listed with Francis Hough in Wayne 
County 1827-34 and again 1636-38. In the 1830's Zeno and some 
of his brothers or brothers-in-law went to Louisiana. Charles 
Hough and James Watts were in Caddo Parish with him in 1840. 
The move was not satisfactory to Zeno and he returned. The 
other families may have stayed in Louisiana. In 1850 Zeno is 


listed in Jasper County near his son-in-law Wilson West. Richmond 


and Thomas Hough, believed to be his brothers, also lived in 


Jasper County. In 1860 Zeno lived in Smith County and was fairly 
well off; being worth about $20,000 by 13860 standards. He first 


showed up in the Smith County tax rolls in 1854 and, at that 


time, he owned 9 slaves. In 1860, he lived near his son-in-law 


George Devis in Smith County. 


In the winter of 1860 Zeno began to make preparations to 
move back to Louisiana. On one of his trips he and some of his 
sons and sons-in-law moved by wagon. Hs ate a hearty supper on 
8 or 9 December and died betore morning. He was buried at 
Beezer in Liberty Cemetery (south of Raleigh). 


It would appear that Charlotte Hcugh was named for her 
mother Charlotte Watts; Caroline Matilda for her aunt Matilda 
Watts and her aunt Caroline Matilda (Everett) Hough, wife of 
Richmond Hough; and Daniel Francis for his uncle Daniel Watts 
and his grandfather, Francis Hcugh. 


Louise and Vicey Ann Hough were listed in the 1850 census. 
Vicey Ann is listed in the 1360 census but Talathy Cuma is not. 
She is listed only in the Zeno Hough family Bible. lLcuisa and 


Vicey Ann possibly grew up and married. To date, no one has been 
found who can remember anything definite about them. Mack Hough 


had three girls when he diced, Letha C., Victoria A., and 
Virlinda A. No record has been found of these girls or to whom 
they married. 


Very little has cone down to us about the characteristics 
of Zeno Hough. In many ways he was a successful man. The move 


to Louisiana in 1660 was apparently causcd by e desire to better 


himself. He had bought the land in Louisiana cn previous trips 
and was moving at least part of the family. Some may not have 
wanted to go. At any rate, the land in Louisiana was sold in 
1887. Cyrenus Heugh once knew its location but this has been 
lost. The land may have been in Livingston Farish, whcre 28 
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26 


acres was originally entered to Zeno Hough (S9, T6, R4# and 
S9, T6, SR4E). 


Zeno's death caused a family dispute which outlasted the 
lives of any of his children. Some believed that he was poisoned 
by members of his family for the money which he was moving. His 
death may have been a simple heart attack. Davis descendants 
believe that a bottle of strychnine tablets were found behind a 
log at the campsite and that some were put in Zeno's whiskey. 

He apparently died in his sleep without any outward struggle. 
Cyrenius, hig thirteen year old son, was asleep beside him. He 
thought his father was still asleep next morning, and was greatly 
surprised to learn he was dead. 


In the bitterness and hard times after the Civil Wer, many 
accusations were made about Zeno's death, but there was never 
a trial. The arguments were over the land and money which Zeno 
may have left. The descendants of Zeno Hough have been decent 
people, and it is likely that his sons and sons-in-law also were. 
The reason ror relating this story is that it was one reason 
that the Zeno Hough family split apart and lost track of any 
historical legacy it could have claimed. 


Charlotte Watts is somewhat better remembered. She was a 
small, frail, beautiful, gentlewoman who could be carried on her 
son's shoulders. She was apparently a naturally dependent 
person who expected others to take care of her. Zeno's moves 
between Mississippi and Louisiana were remembered as partly 
acceding to her desires. If she were this type of person, she 
and the practical, do-it-yourself Nora Hough probably did not 
get along too well. No one knows about this. Nannie Kennedy 
gave Charlotte Hough's general description, but she could 
remember her only dimly after sixty years. Nannie did know that 
she was different from other people, and this is what impressed 
her. Charlotte Hough had known better times and probably could 
not adjust in the final days of her life to the post-Civil War 
austerity. She must have spent her time among her children until 
her death some time after the 1870 census. The Davis and 
Russum descendants remember her better and even have some of 
the buttons from her wedding gown. She and Zeno were apparently 
married in style. In 1854, Zeno Hough had 9 slaves and in 
1857 he had 10. In 1858 he had a carriage but paid no poll tax 
because of his age. 


Cyrenius Hough's descendants believe that Zeno Hough's full 
name was Zeno Franklin. This may have been so but no record 
has been found which shows this. The 1830 census shows Zeno- 
phon Hough, which could have been the original name, though Zeéno 
and Zenophon were equally interesting characters in Greek 
history. No other Hcugh or Huft family has been found with 
these names.

DOCUMENTATION FOR SAMUEL HOUGH, REVOLUTIONARY SOLDIER OF GA, 


The following enclosures and references show that 
Samuel Hough settled on Kettle Creek of Little River on the 
Georgia frontier in 1773, that he served in the Georgia Line 
and possibly in other units during the Revolutionary War, 
that he received land grants in 1784 as payment for his war 
services, that his wife was Sarah, and that he lived in the 
same general area of the Georgia frontier under the changing 
jurisdictions of Wilkes, Washington, Greene, and Clarke 
counties. He specifically lived or had land on Kettle Creek 
of Little River, then on Beaverdam Creek of Ogeechee River, 
then on Richland Creek of Oconee River. Before 1795, he and 
Sarah had the only Hough/Huff/Hoof/Hoff family in the area 
of Greene County. They were the only persons who could have 
been parents of Francis, Elizabeth, Nancy, and Tabitha 
Hough, and possibly others not now known. Samuel and Sarah 
did not read nor write, but made their marks to documents. 
The references to Samuel Hough, Hoof, Huff, and Hoff are all 
to the same person, with the name written as the recorder 
would spell it. (There were only 20,000 persons in GA when 
the Rev. War began, so the likelihood of four different 
persons of the same phonetic "Huff" name is extremely 
unlikely. Careful study of all available references 
indicate that they are indeed to the same person. Study of 
all Hough/Huff/Hotf/Hoof references in GA before 1790 show 
that the only family that used Hough in later years was that 
of Samuel and Sarah. There was just one other Huff family 
in GA during the Revolution, but it lived later in another 
area; and it was always Huff.) 


1. Davidson, Early Records of Georgia, Volume One, Wilkes 
County. 


P 14 shows Samuel Hoof of NC, no family, receiving 100 
acres on the North side of Little River, about 4 and 1/2 
miles from it on Kettle Creek, on 8 Nov 1773, at 
Wrightsborough. (This was from the Records of Ceded Lands, 
1773-1775.) 


P 245, Wilkes Co DB AA:76. On 2 Sep 1785, Samuel Hoof 
and wife Sarah sold to Charles Smith 300 acres originally 
granted in 1784 to said Samuel. (This is the first record 
of Samuel’s wife, Sarah.) 


P 249, Wilkes Co DB AA:145 shows that on 4 July 1785, 
Samuel Huff’s land was next to that of Micajah and Sally 
William on the North and South Forks of Beaverdam Creek. 
(It is not clear which grant this was, but it was probably 
the 1784 grant of 300 acres.) (Beaverdam Creek flows into 
Ogeechee River. ) 


2. Knight, Georgla’s Roster of the Revolution. 
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P 357, “Certified List of Revolutionary Soldiers," 
shows Samuel Hough, “book pay rolls," certified by Col 
Robert Middleton. 


P 384, Appendix E, "Georgia Soldiers of the Line - 
Revolutionary War," shows Samuel Hough and Samuel Hoff. 
(These references are believed to be to the same person, 
taken from records of service at different times.) 


P 249, “Bounty Surveys," Surveyor General’s Book F:155, 
shows Samuel Hoof received 287 and 1/2 acres in Washington 
County, bounded (triangle) to NE by Richland Creek, 5 
vacant, NW Little Beaver. Survey 305, 9 June 1784. (Also 
recorded in Washington Co Grant Book HHH:277). (This was a4 
headright grant to soldiers of the Georgia Line made in 
payment for their service during the Rev. War. ) 


3. p 122, Vol II, Part I, Indian Depredations, 1787-1825 
shows that Samuel Huff was living in 1780 on Little River, 
in Wilkes Co, GA, when Creek Indians took from him near 
Phillips Fort, GA, a yellow bay horse, four years old, worth 
$100. (This claim was combined with another from Francis 
Huff and with a few more from other people by Robert Fulwood 
of Clarke Co, GA, who had purchased them. Fullwood settled 
the claims in 1822. 


4. Pp 12-13, Lamar and Rothstein, Records of Washington Co, 
GA, shows that Samuel Hoff had a headright or bounty grant 
in 1785 and Samuel Houghs had one in 1787. (The Samuel 
Houghs entry may be questionable as a misrecording of 
Hughes. } 


5. Lucas, Vol 2, Soa e ia C ; e s. The Greene Co 
section of this book shows that Samuel and Francis Hough 
were on Richland Creek of Oconee River. It also shows that 
Samuel and Sarah had holdings on Beaverdam Creek (of 
Ogeechee River. ) 


P 182. Greene Co DB 1:253-254. On 21 July 1786, 
Samuel Hoof and Sarah his wife of Washington Co, GA, to 
James Adams for 100 pounds, sterling, 287 and 1/2 acres in 
Washington Co, bounded SE by Little Beaverdam Creek and NW 
by Richland Creek. (This is clearly the headright grant 
Samuel had received in payment for his Rev. War services. ) 
(This land would be located on the divide between the Oconee 
River and Ogeechee River basins. ) 


P 221. Greene Co, DB D:599-600. On 4 Oct 1787, Samuel 
Hough & Sarah Hough, his wife, of Wilkes Co to Jeremiah 
Harris of Greene Co, 125 acres on Beaverdam Creek. (Samuel 
Hough had received the patent for this land the same year. ) 
(This establishes that Samuel and Sarah Hoof were the same 
as Samuel and Sarah Hough. ) 
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P 181. Greene Co DB 1:239-240. On 22 Aug 1788, Samuel 
Hoof bought 200 acres of land on Beaverdam Creek from 
Cornelius Bachellor. 


P 306. Greene Co DB 1:97; DB 1:566; and DB 2:664-665. 
Samuel Hough’s land was near that of the Austin Whitten 
Grant of 1784 on Richland Creek. The Whitten land was sold 
in 1792 and resold in 1796, and described each time as near 
the Samuel Hough land. 


P 283. Green Co DB 2:439. On 15 Dee 1797, Samuel Hough 
witnessed a land transaction of John and Elizabeth Swaney to 
Edward Brown, the land being 150 acres on Oconee River on SW 
side of Richland Creek. 


P 316. Greene Co Will Book 2:47-48. On 6 Oct 1798, 
Francis Huff heard Luis Davis of Greene Co make a non- 
cupative will, and Francis Huff so testified on 10 Nov 1798. 
(This places Francis Huff in Greene Co as an adult in 1798. 
This is consistent with the birth year given on the census 
as 1777.) 


P 302. Greene Co DB:2:618-619. On 16 Oct 1800, Francis 
Hough of Greene Co sold 30 acres of land on Richland Creek 
to Richard Smith. (No wife was shown, possibly indicating 
he was not yet married. His first known child was born in 
1802 in GA. This record also places Francis Hough on 
Richland Creek, along with Samuel Hough and the Stanleys. ) 


P 3863. Greene Co Marriages. (torn) Stanley md Miss 
Hough (date lost). (Descendants of Stephen and Elizabeth 
(Hough) Stanley believe this was the marriage of their 
forebears, and the give the year as 1800.) 


P 364. Greene Co Marriages. Isaac Stanley md Nancy 
Hough (date torn off). (Descendants date this marriage as 
1801/1802. ) 


P 297. Greene Co DB 2:563-564. On 31 Dec 1801,Stephen 
Stanley and Elizabeth his wife of Greene Co sold to Meriman 
Pound 75 acres of land on waters of Oconee River. (This 
places Stephen Stanley and Samuel Hough on waters of Oconee 
River, into which Richland Creek flowed. ) 


6. $a Se j i j a, is a 
service record for Samuel Hough beginning 26 July 1793 and 
ending 2 May 1795. He served intermittenly from Greene Co, 
GA, at least 12 times, and was paid 83 and 1/3 cents per day 
for each period of duty. (The militia from Greene Co was 
called out each time there was a Creek Indian raid. Francis 
Hough and Stephen Stanley also served in Greene Co units. 
Isaac Stanley, born c 1780, was probably too young to 
serve.) 
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7. Georgia Indian Depredation Claims summarizes the claims 
by Samuel Huff and Francis Huff on stock stolen by the Creek 
Indians. Before Francis and Samuel left the state, they 
sold their claims to a neighbor, Robert Fulwood, of Clarke 
Co. The two claims paid were those by Samuel Huff for 1780 
when he lived on Little River in Wilkes Co ($100), and for 
Francis Huff for 1793 when he lived in Greene Co ($175). 
However, it appears that Francis and Samuel made claims for 
other stock stolen in 1794, 1797, and 1799. 


The following references are included to fill in part 
of the years not covered. 


1784 Wilkes Co. On 24 Sep 1784, the Governor of GA signed a 
land grant of 200 acres to Samuel Huff of Wilkes Co. Also 
in 1784, Wilkes Co Grant Book III:738 shows Samuel Hoff 
received a grant of 300 acres. 


1784 Washington Co was formed from the questionable Creek 
Indian Cession of 1783. It was used for making grants to 
Rev. soldiers. As there was no town or courthouse until 
-later, some of these grants are recorded in Wilkes Co. 


1786 Green Co was formed from Washington, Oglethorpe, and 
Wilkes counties. (From study of the way the counties were 
formed, it seems that it was possible to have a single piece 
of land first recorded in Wilkes Co, then in Washington Co, 
then in Greene Co, and finally in Clarke Co. People were 
not moving as much as counties were being formed. ) 


1789-1795. Greene Co, GA. records show that Samuel Hoof 
held mark and stock brands from 13 Apr 1799 through 1795. 


1789 Greene Co, GA, Tax List for Molton Dist shows Samuel 
Huff and Thomas Stanley (who settled there in 1789. By 
1801, Isaac and Stephen Stanley were on the tax lists for 
this district. 


1801/02 Jackson and Clarke Co, GA. Francis Hough was in 
Phillips District of Jackson Co by 1801, and was still there 
the following year when the District was part of Clarke Co. 


1803 Tombigbee area, Miss. Terr. By 15 Nov 1803, Samuel 
Huff was in the Tombigbee area signing a petition requesting 
a separate territory for it. 


Enclosure 20, Generation 5. 1804 Tombigbee area, Miss. 
Terr. By 1804, Francis Huff and Stephen Stanley were on tax 


lists. (Isaac Stanley was on the west side of the Tombigbee 
by 7% Aug 1805). 
8. 1805 Tax List for Washington Co, Miss. Terr. (now AL) 


shows Samuel Huff, Francis Huff, Isaac Stanley, and Stephen 
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cn 


Stanley. Samuel Huff was shown in the column for poll tax 
only, no property. The family as now known had made the 
move from GA to Miss. Terr., except for James Barnes, who md 
Tabitha Hough between 1805 and 1810. 


9. 1808 State Census for Washington Co, Miss. Terr. (now AL) 
shows the Samuel Huff hh with 1-3-1-2-0-0. (1 male over 21, 
3 males under 21, 1 female over 21, 2 females under 21, no 
free persons of color, no slaves. Francis Huff showed 1-7- 
1-0-0-0, Stephen Stanley 2-3-1-2-0-6, and Isaac Stanley 1-3- 
1-4-0-5. The identity of the other people with Samuel Huff 
is not known. It is possible that the James Barnes family 
was with him, but there would have to be others. 


10. {808 Tax List tor Washington Co, Miss. Terr, Francis 
Huff, Stephen Stanley, and Isaac Stanley were on the tax 
list, but Samuel Huff was not. As Samuel was on the census 
that year, he was clearly there. It is possible that he did 
not have any property. 


No enclosure. In 1809, Samuel Huff was on the Washington Co 
tax list. On 7 Feb 1809, he signed a petition about Mobile 
being in foreign hands and the requirement of Tombigbee 
settlers to pay tribute there. 


11. 1810 Census for Washington Co, Miss. Terr. shows James 


Barnes (for the first time), Isaac Stanley, Stephen Stanley, 
and Francis Huff. Samuel Huff has not been definitely 
located, but he may have moved into Wayne Co. 


Enclosure 14, Generation 5. By 1814, Francis Huff, Isaac 
Stanley, and Stephen Stanley were all on Buckatunna Creek in 
Wayne Co. It is probable that Samuel Hough and James Barnes 
were also there. 


12. 1816 Pre-State Census for Wayne Co. MS shows Samuel 
Hough and wife, Francis Huff family, James Barnes family, 
and Isaac Stanley family. Stephen Stanley is known to have 
moved into AL about this time. 


13. 1820 Census for Wayne Co, MS shows Samuel Hough and 
wite, over 45, 1 in agriculture. Francis Hough and James 
Barnes were also there. Isaac and Stephen Stanley had moved 
into AL by this time. 


14. 1820 State Census for Wayne Co. MS shows Samuel and 
wife, zero poll, indicating that Samuel was past the age for 
poll tax. (He may have been past the age for poll tax 
earlier, as he does not show up ever on Wayne Co tax lists.) 
Francis Hough and James Barnes are also on the state census. 


No record has been found for Samuel and Sarah Hough after 
1820.

It is my experience that the spelling of 
many surnames were changed over generations, but the basic phonetic sounds were 
retained.

Therefore, in order to search as broadly as possible, it is often necessary to 
look at other variations in the spelling of your surname.

I will 
publish all data submitted by subscribers, although I usually have to rely on my 
own data or that of Granville W. Hough.

We recently 
found some invaluable data that had been 
overlooked for years, just because the 
spelling was far different from our expec- 
tations. In this case, it was someone’s 
interpretation of 17th century handwrit- 
ing; but it could just as easily be a pho- 
netic spelling of a unfamiliar name.

A pre-1700 Immigrant/Emigrant 
(No. 1 of a series) 


Francis Hough and the Widow 
Windmill of Jamestown, VA and 
London 

The first phonetic “Huff” to reach 
American shores was Francis HOUGH, 
who came to Jamestown, VA in the 
“Swan” in 1642. In the muster ordered in 
that year, but actually taken in early 
1625, Francis HOUGH was 25 years old 
and associated with James SLEIGHT, 
who had arrived in the “Trial” in 1610. 
(The relationship of Francis HOUGH to 
James SLEIGHT is not known, but 
SLEIGHT may have financed his trip in 
return for services HOUGH was to render 
in VA. This was an activity which Fran- 
cis HOUGH later used to enhance his for- 
tune.) Listed also in this 1625 muster 
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was Christopher WINDMILL; whose 
widow Francis md between 1629 and be- 
fore 3 Jan 1633. Francis was a member 
of the House of Burgesses for the 1633 
Nutmeg Quarter. 

Francis used his influence and grow- 
ing wealth to purchase land, finance the 
transporting of other immigrants, and 
develop tobacco plantations. In Oct 1644, 
he was a member of the “Council of War” 
for the counties of Isle of Wight, Upper 
Norfolk, and Lower Norfolk. Hough’s 
Point, a projection of land into the ocean 
near Norfolk, was named for him. 

At the age of about 44, soon after 4 
Mar 1647/48, Francis returned to Eng- 
land, He may have simply made his for- 
tune, or he may have lost his wife, or he 
may have lost his own health, as he died 
soon after reaching London. He took his 
family back to Saint Peter’s the Poor, 
London; where as a merchant, he made 
his will 25 Jul 1648, and it was proved 27 
Jul 1648. 

Francis provided for his eldest son 
William to be sent over to Virginia to 
manage his lands there. John was to be 
educated properly so he could stay in 
England and work with William from the 
English side. Anne COOKE, grand- 
mother of the children, was to be admin- 
istrator of the will during the children’s 
minority. Daus Jane and Anne were 
listed as under the care of their grand- 
mother, Anne COOKE. Francis remem- 
bered his mother, Mrs Christian 
STOCKWOOD, with 150 pounds, and his 
sister Mrs Elizabeth STOCKWOOD with 
150 pounds. 

While Francis has a logical plan for 
the future of his family, there is no record 
that it was carried out. In 1667, admini- 
stration of the estate passed to John, 
Jane and Anne, with no mention of Wil- 
liam. (One William HOUGH, a merchant 
tailor, had died in London in 1661 at St. 
Lawrence, Old Jewry, London.) The lat- 
ter event may have caused the estate 
administration to pass to the other three 
heirs. 

The records for Nansemond Co., VA, 
have all been destroyed, so it has not been 
possible to learn how the 3000 acres of 
2 


land and other property of Francis 
HOUGH was handled after his death. 
There was apparently some estate left in 
1667, and it must have passed into other 
hands. None of the VA counties which 
have been examined show a William or 
John HOUGH who could be sons of 
Francis and the Widow WINDMILL. If 
grandsons came, their records have not 
been identified. There may be records 
which have not yet been discovered on the 
disposition of the land. 

It is clear that Francis left his chil- 
dren under the care of relatives in Lon- 
don. This is confirmed by the 13 Jan 
1654 will of James FLETCHER, haber- 
dasher of London, of the parish of St 
Lawrence in the Old Jewry, will proved 
22 May 1656. It appears that 
FLETCHER was a wealthy merchant and 
citizen of London. He bequeathed hand- 
somely to FLETCHER, ASPINALL, 
BARTON, COOPER, STONE, 
MORECROFT, SHARPLES, HADDOCK, 
SUTCH, HUNT, SHARPLES, DYRE, 
ZOACH, and HOUGH. He specifically 
mentioned his cousins William HOUGH 
and John HOUGH, stating that John was 
his sometimes servant. Executors of the 
will were to be Mr. John HATT, attorney, 
and minister William ASPINALL. Over- 
seers were to be cousins Thomas 
ASPINALL and John HOUGH. (At the 
time, “Servant” frequently meant em- 
ployee or apprentice. Also, the term 
cousin included nephews and nieces; and 
Thomas ASPINALL was mentioned both 
as a nephew and a cousin. It is not pos- 
sible to say that John and William 
HOUGH were cousins or nephews.) The 
ASPINALL family was from Chester, 
thus suggesting that this HOUGH family 
was also from there. Two of the 
ASPINALL family had already emigrated 
to New England by the time of the will, 
but they have not been connected to this 
family. It is clear that this HOUGH fam- 
ily was well-connected to the merchant 
class in London. 


1. William (c 1630/33 VA - prob. d. in St 
Lawrence in the Old Jewry, London 
1661). He may have been a merchant 
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tailor who md at St Dionis Church on 27 
Apr 1652 to Dorothy PARTRIDGE. There 
may have been children. 

2. John (c 1633/35 VA - alive 1667 Eng- 
land) became a residuary administrator of 
his father’s estate in 1667. In 1654, he 
was apparently working with his cousin, 
James FLETCHER, a haberdasher in St 
Lawrence in the Old Jewry. He was over- 
seer of Fletcher’s will in 1656. It seems 
probable that he md and lived in London 
the rest of his life. His family has not 
been identified. 

3. Jane (c 1635 VA - alive 1667 England) 
in May 1666 md John ANDREWS. She 
was a member of St Dionis Parish, Back- 
church, London. She became a residuary 
administrator of her father’s estate. 
Names of ANDREWS ch not known. 

4. Anne (c 1640/45 VA - alive 1667 Eng- 
land) md about 1664 to Samuel 
TERRICKS in England. She became a 
residuary administrator of her father’s 
estate. Names of TERRICKS ch not 
known.

Bernard and Louisa Hough of PA & 
Leesburg, VA. 


Bernard HOUGH(17683 Phil., PA - ¢ 1834 
VA) md c 1787 Louisa COUCHMAN ( prob. d. 
bef 1834), and operated a store, counting 
house, and smokehouse in Leesburg. When he 
enlisted in the Rev Army, he was dismissed 
from the Quakers, and few records have been 
found which give information on his children. 
Bernard served as a pvt in Capt Josiah Mof- 
fit’s Comp., Col Campbell’s Regt, and was at 
the siege of Yorktown. He received pension 
$9589 for a short time before he died. As 
there was no Widow’s pension, she probably 
died before Bernard; or at least, she did not 
live past 1840. O. L. HOUGH studied the 
available records and suggested the following

William Huff (c 1730 - Mar 1803 Mercer 
Co., KY) moved from Southwest VA to KY by 
1788 and settled in Mercer Co. He was some- 
times recorded as HOUGH, but all his chil- 
dren took the HUFF spelling. He had lived all 
his life on the frontier area of VA in Augusta, 
Botetourt, and Montgomery counties. While a 
young boy, he had been captured at his fron- 
tier home by Shawnee Indians. His parents 
may have been killed. He lived with the 
Shawnee for several years, learned their lan- 
guage and their herbal medicine, which he 
later practiced with considerable success. One 
account states that Billy Huff, on being re- 
turned to his heme in an exchange with the 
Indians, was lonely and returned to live with 
the tribe for several more years. 

Eventually, he did go back to the VA fron- 
tier, and he may be the person in the Augusta 
Co militia on 6 Apr 1764 along with Samuel 
Huff. In 1764, one William Hoff was in Capt. 
William Christian’s Comp. of Militia, and 
served against Indians of the New and James 
Rivers. 

He md Mary HUNGATE about 1770, and 
by May 1771 had a family with one tithe in 
William Ingle’s Company, along with Joseph 
HUFF with 1 tithe and Leonard HUFF with 4 
tithes. This Company was at the head of Lit- 
tle River. 

The HUNGATE family records show that 
Mary HUNGATE was born about 1750 to Wil- 
liam and Nancy HUNGATE in what was then 
Augusta Co, VA. She was still alive in Mercer 
Co, KY in 1826. She may have died about 
1830 in Washington Co, KY. Her father, Wil- 
liam, had died when Mary was quite young, 
and her mother Nancy remarried. The mother 
Nancy and two of her Hungate children were 
captured in a Shawnee raid, but Nancy es- 
caped and made her way back to VA. William 
HUFF was asked to go to the Shawnee village 
to check on the children, which he did. How- 
ever, the Shawnees grew suspicious of his 
motives and planned to kill him. William was 
able to escape, but the fate of the children was 
never known. William returned to VA and 
later md Mary HUNGATE and started a fam- 
ily. Probably all their children were born in 
VA. 

William seems to have lived on the head- 
waters of Little River in the southern part of 
Botetourt Co. The Little River rises on the 
Northwestern slopes of the Blue Ridge moun- 
tains and flows west into the New River just 


below Radford, VA. In 1787, William HUFF 
was next to William HUNGATE in Botetourt 
Co. When Montgomery was formed about 
1788, the southern part of Botetourt was cut 
off and placed in Montgomery. The HUFF, 
HUNGATE and HALE families show early 
land records in Botetourt Co; and after 1788, 
in Montgomery Co. (In 1831, this Little River 
area became part of Floyd Co, where it is to- 
day.) Some of the other HUFF families of the 
Little River area were those of John, Joseph, 
Thomas, and Leonard. Further upstream 
were the families of Phillip, Peter, Benjamin 
and John. Of this group, Thomas HUFF also 
moved to Mercer Co., KY. 

The William HUFF land shows on Sur- 
veyor’s records to have been on Chestnut 
Camp branch of Little River. In 1788, William 
HOUGH bought for 40 pounds, land in Mercer 
Co., KY, from James RENTFROE of Fayette 
Co., KY; and this was land on which William 
HOUGH then lived. (D. B. 1, p 90, 3 Sep 
1788). It is clear that William was still on 
Little River in 1787, but living in Mercer Co 
the latter part of 1788. James RENTFROE 
had obtained the Mercer Co land 27 Jul 1786, 
and he sold William HOUGH half of the 200 
acre tract. Witnesses to this sale were Ed- 
ward WILLIS; Joseph HALE; John HALE; 
and Robert CALDWELL. William and Mary 
had: 

1. Richard (c 1770 VA - after 1820) md (1) on 
29 Nov 1794 Sarah HAZLE, surety Edward 
WILLIS and (2) on 21 May 1795 Nancy 
DAVIS, Dau of George DAVIS. He lived in 
Ohio and Hancock Counties for some time. He 
seems to have no children with him in 1820, 
but there could have been some. There are 
numerous families in Ohio and Hancock 
counties whose lineages are not now known. 
Richard lived near John and Goldsberry 
HUFF, who could be his sons. 

2. William, Jr.( -bef 20 Jan 1848 Mercer 
Co, KY) on 15 Apr 1811 md Abigail HALE, 
surety Joseph HALE, and lived in Mercer Co. 
His probate proceedings indicate he had no ch. 
His heirs were his brothers and sisters or their 
heirs. Samuel HUFF, his brother, bought the 
rights of the other heirs to the 100 acres Wil- 
liam had on Chaplin Fork in Mercer Co. (D.B. 
26, pp 170-173). 

8. Charles (c 1775 VA - will of 1835 Ohio Co, 
KY) md in Mercer Co on 23 Mar 1796 Mary 
“Polly” NEW (c 1778 VA - after 1850), Edward 
MILLS surety, and lived in Mercer and Ohio 
Counties. Ch are not all known, but include 
Sally; William; Lewis; Charles; Nancy; Han- 
nah; and John. These were the survivors in 
1838. 
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4. Samuel (c 1776 VA - 3 Apr 1855 Wester- 
field’s Mill, Mercer Co., KY) md (1) in Mercer 
Co, KY, on June 29, 1806, his first cousin, 
Polly Ann HUNGATE (1785 Mercer Co, KY - 
bef 1809). He md (2) on Oct 1809 Larana 
HIGH, and (3) on 19 Mar 1817, Elizabeth 
VanArsdale. He lived mostly in Mercer Co. 
Ch may include Eliza; John; and others not 
known. 

5. John (c 1770/80 KY -_) joined others in 
the 1818 sale of William HUFF land to Sam- 
uel HUFF. He lived alone in Mercer Co in 
1820. 

6. Sally 1773 VA- ) md John BANNON in 
Mercer Co, KY on 29 Sep 1791. Bride’s father 
was William HUFF and surety was John 
HUNGATE, and witness was William 
McDonald. They lived in Ohio, Ca, KY and ch 
include James; John; and possibly others. 

7. Rhoda A. (3 Aug 1782 VA - 6 Aug 1845 
Ohio Co, KY) in Mercer Co, KY on 7 Dec 1803 
md John Barton HAYNES (10 May 1782 - ). 
They lived in Hancock Co., KY, and ch in- 
clude: Hannah; William; Josiah Ellis; John; 
Louis Huff; Polly; Elizabeth; Nancy; Henry; 
Hardin; Jesse; Sally; and Charles Lewis. One 
daughter, Polly, md her cousin, Lewis HUFF, 
son of Charles. 

8. Mary “Polly” (c 1779 VA- )on 15 Nov 
1808 in Mercer Co., KY md John IRVINE (or 
ERWIN), surety John BANNON, and lived in 
Gibson Co., IN in 1850. 

9. Hannah (c 1770 VA - alive to apply for 
Widow’s pension 15 May 1855) on Mar 17, 
1789 in Danville, Mercer Co., KY md William 
WILLIS; father of the bride was William 
HOUGH; minister was Rev. RICE, a Presby- 
terian. They lived in Mercer Co., KY. Edward 
was a Rev. War veteran, and Hannah lived to 
apply for a Widow’s pension. Ch are not 
known. 

10. Nancy ( - alive 1818) md Jesse HALE and 
lived in Mercer Co. Jesse may have died by 
1818, as he was not mentioned when Nancy 
sold her share of her father’s land. Their ch 
are not known. 


HUFF lineage is William and Mary 
(Hungate) of VA and KY;

A Pre-1700 Immigrant 


(Number 2 of a Series)

Engelbert HOOF (or HOFF) was born 
about 1637 probably in Norway and died at 
Fishkill, NY, 21 Mar 1765, age 128. He thus 
lived longer than any other known “Huff” 
ever to come or live in America. It seems 
highly probable that the events of his life 
made him the historic example for Rip Van 
Winkle, immortalized by Washington 
Irving. 

According to his own account. he was a 
boy plowing in a field when the news was 
brought to his area of the execution of 
Charles I of England in 1649. During the 
1660 decade, he was apparently aboard a 
Dutch warship in New York or on the Hud- 
son River when he left the ship and escaped 
into the woods. For many years, he lived 
alone in the woods in Dutchess or Ulster 
counties of New York, but he may have 
wandered far and wide, as did the Dutch 
woodsmen and fur traders of the time. 
Later in life, he may have participated in 
Queen Anne’s War. He was known for his 
scholarship. He was also known for his 
horsemanship, and he was continuously 
active until his death. After he died of a 
wound from a fall, his landlord, Mr. Samuel 
Verplank, gave silver tankards in his mem- 
ory to both Trinity Church, Fishkill, and the 
Dutch Reformed Church of Fishkill. 

It is not known how many times Engel- 
bert md, or how many children he had. 
One wife is known to have been Maria 
Willemsze, believed to be the daughter of 
Robert and Grace (BESELIE) (CZERANT) 
WILLIAMS of Philipse Manor (now Tarry- 
town), Westchester, Co., NY. They md 
about 1706 and lived in Westchester Co 
until after 1729, when they moved near 
Fishkill, Dutchess Co, NY. Maria was born 
about 1690 and died about 1732. Their nine 
ch, recorded as HOFF, include: 
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1. Greesze (or Grace) (b Cortland Manor, 
Westchester Co, NY, bap 16 June 1707 RDC, 
Tarrytown, NY -_), sponsors Jan and Jan- 
netje BEESLY, brother and sister-in-law of 
Grace’s mother. On 29 Mar 1729 in the Tar- 
rytown Ch, she md Sybout Abraham 
CRANKHEYT (1701 - ), son of Abraham 
SYBOUTSE and Antje Matthysze 
(BUCKHOUT) CRANKHEYT. They lived 
in one or more places in Dutchess Co, NY. 
Their CRANKHEYT ch include: Maritje, 
Anna, Grace, and Theunis. (Those who re- 
call TV commentator Walter CRONKHITE 
will recognize the ancestral name.) 

2. Leonhardt (6 Aug 1709, bap 30 Oct 1709, 
Lutheran Ch, NY- ) was md twice, but the 
name and children of his second wife are all 
that have been recovered. This wife was 
Cornelia VAN TEXEL (or VAN TASSEL) 
(bap 6 Nov 1711 RDC, Sleepy Hollow - ), 
dau of Jan and Catharina VAN TEXEL. 
Leonhard apparently served in the French 
and Indian War, then moved to Kinder- 
hook, Columbia Co, NY. Their ch include 
Annatje; Willem; Jan; Pieter; Feebi; and 
Hendricus. 

3. Maria (bap 25 Mar 1712 RDC, Tarrytown, 
NY -_), sponsors Robert WILLEMSE and 
Maria CENNIFF, probable grandparents. 
No other information. 

4. Willem (bap 21 Apr 1714, RDC, Tarry- 
town, NY -_ ), parents Engle HOFF and 
Maria WILLEM, sponsors Gidion 
CASTANG and Dina CORNELIS. On 22 
Sep 1739 in the RDC Tarrytown, NY, he md 
Elizabeth RUTTAN (c 1721 -_ ), dau of Paul 
and Elizabeth (FOSEUR) RUTTAN, and 
they lived later in Tarrytown, Ploughkeep- 
sie, and in Orange Co, NY. Their eight or 
nine ch perhaps include: Maratje; Engelbert 
(Angle); Elizabeth; Paulus; Solomon; Wil- 
liam; David; John; and Zadrak. (Members 
of this family included Loyalists, or Tories, 
who were forced to resettle to Canada after 
the Revolutionary War. Descendants came 
back to the US and were among the early 
LDS converts who settled Utah.) 

5. Anna Margaretha (bap 4 Oct 1716 
Quaseck (Newburgh) Lutheran Church - ), 
on 6 Sep 1735 in the RDC, Tarrytown, she 
md Richard AVERY ( - 1758), son of John 
AVERY of Mamaroneck, Westchester Co. 
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They lived at Fishkill, Dutchess Co, NY. 
AVERY ch include: Edward; Richard; John 
R.; Joshua; and Jonas. 

6. Helena (bap 16 Oct 1719 RDC, Tarry- 
town, NY -_ ), sponsors Hendrick and 
Anntje NAMBURGH. 

7. Maria (bap 25 Apr 1724 RDC, Tarrytown, 
NY -_), sponsors Zybout CRANKHEYT 
and Aeltje AMBURGH. She md Zybout 
Herrickse CRANKHEYT (bap 18 Apr 1716 - 
), son of Herrick SYBOUTSE and Sophia 
(DE RONDE) CRANKHEYT. They moved 
to Fishkill, then to Kinderhook in Columbia 
Co. Their CRANKHEYT ch include: Simon; 
John; and David. 

8. Johannis (bap 16 Oct 1726 RDC, Tarry- 
town, NY -_) may be the person who c 1750 
md Martha ???(_), and they lived in 
Fishkill, NY. Ch may include: John; Rachel; 
Robert; and Gamaliel. 

9. Abraham (bap 29 Mar 1729 RDC, Tarry- 
town, NY -_), sponsors Robbart WILLEMS 
and Jannitje, his wife. 

While most of Engelbert’s descendants 
are today HUFF, some continued the HOFF 
spelling given them by the German or 
Dutch Ministers at their baptisms. None 
seem to have remained HOOF. A few later 
adopted HOUGH. All seem today to be 
phonetically “huff”. 

HOF/ HOFF lineage is Engelbert and 
Maria (WILLEMSE) of Norway and New 
York.

Revolutionary War Soldiers 
Number 2 of a Series 
(Although the following is long, and will need 
to be reduced in type size, it is such an impor- 
tant family in our history that it must be 
presented.) 
Benjamin & Ruth Huff of VA and TN 

Benjamin Hooff first appeared on the Lou- 
doun Co Clerk’s Fee Book in 1762. In 1764, 
Benjamin Hough was the name listed. In these 
early records, Henry HUFF or HOFF was in the 
same area as Benjamin. Benjamin HOFF (and 
HUFF) shows up in in Loudoun Co records until 
1771, but found only on the list of tithables for 
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1769-71. His sons, John and Joseph, became 
adults during this period and were probably 
among the Johns and Josephs involved in sev- 
eral land transactions. It seems significant that 
when Benjamin witnessed two indentures in 
1769 and 1770, he signed (or was recorded) as 
Benjamin HOFF. The Henry HUFF who was 
with Benjamin in Loudoun Co may be the Henry 
HUFF who received a land grant in Bedford Co 
in 1770 in Bedford Co, VA. 

Of additional interest is the fact that Benja- 
min HOFF shows up on the 1771 Tithable list for 
Shelburn Parish, Loudoun Co; listed together 
with Joseph HOFF, Phillip HOFF, Joshua 
WILLSON (s-i-l of Benjamin), Cornelius REED 
(s-i-l of Benjamin), and also Robert JAKSON 
(believed f-i-I of Phillip HOFF). All later moved 
to SW VA, mostly to Botetourt Co. John HUFF 
is not recognizable on that list, but he may have 
been in Cameron Parish. He purchased land 
there in 1770. Both John and Joseph HUFF may 
have retained land in Loudoun Co for several 
years. Phillip HOFF retained the HOFF spelling, 
but his sons all peferred HUFF. No relationship 
has ever been established between Phillip HOFF 
and Benjamin HUFF, but it is obvious they were 
neighbors in both Loudoun and Botetourt 
Counties. 

By 10 Aug 1773, Benjamin HUFF was in 
Botetourt Co, well enough known for the court 
to designate him and Joseph WILLIS to keep in 
repair the new road from the top of Bent Mtn. 
To Bell’s Mill. Bent Mtn. was the home of sev- 
eral HUFF families at that time. Why Benjamin 
HUFF settled near other HUFF families is not 
clear; but he did apparently own 200 acres on 
Bent Mtn. It is possible that he was related to 
some of them. 

By 8 May 1783, Benjamin HUFF was ex- 
empted from paying county levies on account of 
his age and infirmities. The normal age for this 
exemption was sixty-five. The roughly estab- 
lished his birth year as 1718. 

The diary of a grandchild is the only source 
for birth dates for Benjamin and Ruth HOUGH, 
as he believed their name to be. This descen- 
dant, Baptist Minister Jonas Durman WILSON 
(1808-1887) recorded what he was told or saw 
recorded, and that is where we start. While the 
family was in Loudoun Co, it was clearly pho- 
netic “huff” as the records show HOOFF, HOFF, 
HUFF, and HOUGH for family menbers. The 
Loudoun Co tithable lists showed HOFF, and 
that is the spelling used when Benjamin wit- 
nessed indentures. Benjamin’s widow signed as 
RUTH HOUGH when consenting to the mar- 
riage of her daughter, Jerusha, to Thomas LEE. 


Some of Benjamin’s children used HOUGH, but 
all known descendants in the main line are 
HUFF in 1992. (There may be an IA branch 
which chose and retains HOUGH.) The names 
of the children who were alive in 1795 (just after 
John HOUGH/ HUFF, eldest son, died intestate), 
were John; Joseph; Stephen; Catherine; Sarah; 
Elizabeth; Jerusha; and Charity. These and the 
mother, Ruth, were specifically designated dur- 
ing the intestate proceedings when John died. 

Benjamin HOUGH/HUFF/HOFF (28 Dec 
1718 -- 25 Jan 1791 VA) md Ruth ??? (4 May 
1723--after 1800, prob. In TN), parents not 
known. Known children: 
1. John (c 1740--1795 Montgomery Co, VA) was 
old enough to be on his own in 1770 when he 
bought land from Joseph Reeder in Cameron 
Parish in Loudoun Co. This John HUFF or 
HOFF was still in Loudoun Co in 1779 when he 
witnessed a transaction involving land near his 
own purchase. However, in that same year, 
1779, John HUFF received a land grant on the 
south side of Pigg River in what became Mont- 
gomery Co, next to his b-i-] James RENFRO. 
In 1792 John HOUGH was the messinger who 
delivered the election law to the County Sheriff. 
In 1793, he was nominated to be Justice of the 
Peace. After his father became infirm, John 
HOUGH apparently acted as family head. 
There is another record that in Montgomery Co, 
on 6 June 1792, he witnessed the consent of 
Samuel WILSON for his dau, Mildred WILSON, 
to mary Thomas DEWEESE. His relationship to 
this family is not known. (In studying John 
HUFF/HOFF/HOUGH records of Southwest 
VA, it is important to realize thar four separate 
individuals named John have records overlap- 
ping in a relatively small area. Some records 
may be credited to the wrong individual.) 

2. Joseph (c 1745-- possibly the person who 
d. In Kanawha Co, VA) was old enough to be 
tithed in 1771 in Loudoun Co, then in Botetourt 
Co in 1774; However, he he may have been in- 
volved in land transactions in Loudoun Co 
through 1797. In a 1797 trespass action in Lou- 
doun Co, Joseph HOUGH called upon Stephen 
HOUGH of Greenbriar Co to witness, and paid 
Stephen HOUGH for his trip of 300 miles. The 
Joseph HOUGH of this action is believed to be 
the one who later lived in Kanawha Co. This 
Joseph HUFF, who died in Kanawha Co, prob. 
md more than once, but his wife at death was 
Catherine ??? (_ --after 1811). Children include: 
Joseph, Jr.; Gabriel; and probably Stephen and 
John. (There was a 1783 marriage of Joseph 
HUFF to Sarah RICHMOND in Henry Co, VA 
on 17 Nov 1783, but it has not yet been found to 
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be the same Joseph. There were two or three 
separate Joseph HUFF/HOFF/HOUGH indi- 
viduals in the general area of SW VA.) 

3. Stephen (1755 -- after 1800) was old enough 
to perform jury duty in Botetourt Co in 1779. 
There was a Stephen HUFF in Greenbeiar Co in 
1782. In 1800, during the settling of his brother’s 
estate, he lived in St. Peter’s Parish Beaufort 
District (or county) of SC. At that time he sold 
his share of 200 acres of land in Montgomery Co 
(his inheritance from his brother, John) to his 
brother-in-law Thomas LEE. James RENTFROE, 
James SNUFFER, and William RENTFROE wit- 
nessed. Thomas LEE then lived in Claiborne Co, 
TN. James RENTFRO and David SNUFFER 
proved the deed in Claiborne Co court in 1806. 
Thomas LEE also bought land from Joseph 
HOUGH, Joshua WILSON, Cornelius REED, 
and John WILSON, as well as James RENTFRO 
and Ruth HUFF. Ruth HUFF then lived in 
Grainger Co TN, possibly with her s-i-1 Thomas 
LEE. The 1800 census shows Stephen HUFF in 
St Peter’s Parish, Beaufort District, with a 
household of 10010-20010, suggesting a married 
man with three children and wife under 45. 
What happened to Stephen HUFF and his family 
are not known. 

As noted above, there was a Stephen HUFF 
in Greenbriar Co in 1783, then again in 1797. 

The one in 1797 went to Loudoun Co, VA to 
witness for Joseph HOUGH. This may be the 
same person who on 23 Feb 1803 in Botetourt 
Co, VA md Elizabeth PHILLIPS, dau of John 
PHILLIPS. This is believed to be the Stephen 
HUFF who lived in Greenbriar and Kanawha 
counties, VA, until his death about 1807 in Ka- 
nawha Co, VA. At the same time Joseph and 
Gabriel were processing the estaste of their fa- 
ther, Joseph HUFF, they also processed the 
estate of this Stephen HUFF. They were likely 
the next of kin, probably brothers. Later, Ste- 
phen HOUGH was listed as heir to Joseph 
HOUGH. Widow Elizabeth HUFF md (2) Wil- 
liam WATTS, a Rev. Soldier, and they moved to 
IN. The three HUFF children were Nancy, Ruth 
and Stephen; with Stephen born after his father 
died. (There has been some speculation that this 
was the Stephen HUFF who lived in Beaufort 
District of SC in 1800, but this does not seem 
reasonable. It seems most likely that this Ste- 
phen HUFF was son of Joseph, Sr. ; from 
Catherine, or an ealier marriage, not now iden- 
tified.) 

(There was still another Stephen HUFF in SC 
from 1790 until his death in 1842. He was never 
recorded as HOUGH. He lived in the western 
part of the state and was a Rev. War Soldier who

lived to collect a pension, S$18045. This Stephen 
HUFF (24 Jun 1756 NJ -- 25 Jan 1842 SC) lived in 
Bedford Co, VA when called into service in 
1780. He served three tours, then settled in SC 
after the war. He settled in the western corner 
of the state, on land which the Cherokees relin- 
quished after the Rev. War. In 1790, he was in 
Spartenburg District as Stephen HUFF 1-1-3. He 
was in Pendleton District in 1800, 1810, and 
1820. He received his pension in Anderson Dis- 
trict. According to descendants, Stephen HUFF 
lived in the same area, but the districts changed 
when new ones were formed. Children listed by 
descendants were William; John; Elizabeth; 
Phoebe; and Phillip. Other possible relatives 
who lived nearby were Henry HUFF; Joshua 
HUFF, and Gideon HOFF. It seems that Henry 
HUFF was the older person in this group; and he 
could be the person last found in Bedford Co, 
VA in 1782. The evidence seems overwhelming 
that the Stephen HUFF who made the deposi- 
tion from St. Peter’s Parish, Beaufort District, 
was the person who lived there, not the person 
who lived 200 miles to the west. One can also 
conclude that the Stephen HUFF who lived in 
Botetourt Co in 1779 and did jury duty there 
was a different Stephen HUFF from the one who 
served in the Rev War from Bedford Co in 1780.) 
4, Catherine (6 Sep 1748 -- after 1820 Rockcastle 
Co, KY) md Joshua WILSON (10 Sep 1740 -- af- 
ter 1820 Rockcastle Co, KY) and had nine 
WILSON children: Benjamin; Joshua; Jonas; Jo- 
seph; Catherine; John; Ury; Stephen; and 
Elizabeth. They lived in Loudoun Co, VA when 
they started their family, but moved to Brush 
Creek, Little River, Montgomery Co, before 
1783. They lived there until the late 1790's, 
when they resettled to Lincoln/Rockcastle Co, 
KY, to the present area of Somerset, KY. (There 
were WILSON families in SW VA long before 
Joshua got there, but relationships, if any, are 
unknown.) 

5. Sarah( - ) md Cornelius REED, son of 
Jonathan and Susanna REED, and had REED 
children, but the only definite name known is 
Cornelius, Jr., who lived in Montgomery Co., 
VA. Along with his parents. Another child was 
possibly Stephen. The REED family may have 
lived in Loudoun Co until after 1791, then ap- 
parently lived in Montgomery Co, VA. There 
were earlier REED or READ families in SW VA; 
and there is even a REED Creek. 

6. Elizabeth (c 1757/59 -- 16 Feb 1831 Barren Co, 
KY, recorded in RITTER Bible) is believed to be 
the person who md a John WILSON (_ -- 1815 
Barren Co, KY) and lived in SW VA and KY. 
This couple bought land in 1779 south of Black- 
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water River in Henry (later Franklin) Co, VA, 
and lived there through 1808, then resettled to 
Barren Co, KY. WILSON children include: Ezra; 
Delila; Levisa; Seibert; Charity; Sally; Nancy; 
Hosea; and Rhody. The dau Sally, md Joseph 
WOOTEN, and named one of her sons William 
Huff WOOTEN, however, this could have been 
a name from the herbalist Dr. William HUFF 
who lived in Montgomery Co., VA, and later in 
KY. (There are concurrent records for several 
John WILSON’s in Henry, Botetourt, Montgom- 
ery, and Washington Counties. One moved to 
Orange Co, NC, one may have stayed in Wash- 
ington Co, VA; but the one of this sketch moved 
to KY in 1808.) 

7. Jerusha (1766 VA -- prob 1864 Claiborn Co, 
TN) on 15 Aug 1788 in Botetourt Co, VA md 
Thomas LEE (c 1764 Gootchland Co, VA -- Jan 
1838 Claiborn/Grainger Co, TN) of Montgom- 
ery Co, VA, son of Stephen and Ann (POOR) 
LEE. Jerusha’s marriage was witnessed by Jno 
HOUGH, Ruth HOUGH, and Seaton LEE. 
Thomas LEE eventually got all of the John HUFF 
land on Pigg River. He seems to have sold the 
land as soon as he obtained clear title. LEE chil- 
dren, as noted in the last will and testament of 
Thomas LEE, were Stephen; Jacob; Jubal; Ruth; 
Sarah; John HOUGH; and Henry. Some records 
indicate that Thomas LEE and John WILSON, 
his apparent b-i-l, lived at one time in Washing- 
ton Co, VA, which for a few years covered all 
VA territory southwest of Botetourt County. 

8. Charity Ann (23 Dec 1763 VA -- 6 Mar 1831 
Pineville, Bell/ Knox Co, KY) on 21 June 1783 in 
Bedford Co, VA, md Rev. Soldier James 
RENFRO (1763 Bedford Co, VA -- 1835 Pineville, 
Knox/ Bell Counties, KY) and had 12 RENFRO 
ch: China; Jerusha; William; Ruth; Buford; Juda; 
Mary; Jane; James P.; Charity; Theodocia; and 
Olivia. James RENFRO descended from the 
RENFRO families who settled with George 
ROBINSON in 1742 in the Roanoke area. 


HOFF/HUFF lineage is Benjamin and Ruth 
HUFF/HOFF of VA and TN; 

(at one time it was thought possible that 
Benjamin was the Benjamin HOUGH, son of 
Jonathan and Abagail, who md on 22 Aug 1738 
Ruth Brownson, dau of Roger BROWNSON, 
(son Noah born 5 Feb 1738/39, died 9 Feb 1739.) 
(P 719, Orcutt, History of New Milford and 
Bridgewater, CT. Ruth BROWNSON, dau of 
Roger, was born 25 Dec 1710. If this is the cou- 
ple, the grandson had the wrong birthdate for 
Ruth. It is not known what happened to this 
Benjamin and Ruth.) 


(At another time it was thought that Benja- 
min HOUGH might be the one who was 
delinquent in Wallingford, CT, taxes in 1763, 
and who left before they could be collected. 
Where he wene is not known. This might be the 
person, but it does not agree well with a Benja- 
min HOOFF on the Loudoun Co, VA Clerk’s Fee 
Book in 1762.) : 

(At still another time it was suggested that 
Benjamin was Benjamin HOFF, son of Dirk 
Pauleszen and Sarah (YEATS) HOFF of Flush- 
ing, NY, and Laurenceville, NJ. This Benjamin 
HOFF was probably born before 1700, though 
no specific date is known. He was mentioned as 
an heir in Dirk Pauluszen HOFF’s 1722 will in 
Hunterdon Co, NJ. It is not known where this 
Benjamin HOFF lived, but he probable started 
his family in NJ. Other HUFF/HOFF individu- 
als from NJ did live for a few years in Loudoun 
Co, VA, where they changed their surname to 
HOUGH to conform to the spelling there. It is 
known from Early Germans of NJ that (p 595) 
Benjamin HOFF md Magdalena SCHMIDT and 
may have lived in Morris Co, NJ. Another Ben- 
jamin HOFF’s estate was probated 5/24/1796 
and widow was Sarah, with at least two sons 
Abel and John. Study of all the Benjamin’s of 
NJ and PA would be a considerable undertak- 
ing, but it seems the most logical way to 
determine if Benjamin and Ruth are from one of 
the German or Dutch families which settled in 
NJ or PA. The strongest evidence for this origin 
of Benjamin is his 1769 and 1770 witnessing of 
indentures as Benjamin HOFF.) 

( One erronious reference has been used 
with this family. Cartmell’s Shenandoan Valley 
Pioneers (p500) has the statement: “The Huffs of 
that section, John and Joseph, are sons of an en- 
terprising father who spent money in 
prospecting for silver many years ago.” Cart- 
mell was plainly speaking of family heads he 
personally knew, and who were still alive. No 
Benjamin was mentioned, and the time frame of 
reference (1909) is over 100 years too late to have 
been the family of Benjamin and his two sons, 
John and Joseph. This reference has been used 
to indicate that Benjamin was a prospector. 
There is no indication this was the case.)

1769 Loudoun Co, VA, Benjamin Hoff on James 
Hamilton’s Tithable list, with Joseph Hoff and 
John Popie in the same household. That year, 
Benjamin Hoff witnessed an indenture on 9/10 
Oct (DB G:194-196). 

1770 Loudoun Co, VA Benjamin Hoff witnessed 
indenture (DB G:264-266). 

1771 Loudoun Co, VA, Benjamin Hoff on Tith- 
able List. 

1770 Loudoun Co, VA, John Huff of Cameron 
Parish, bought land from Joseph and Anna 
Reeder on 2 Oct 1770, on South Run branch of 
Broad Run of Potomack (150 acres). Land 
bounded by that of Wm Cooke, Nath’! Pegg, and 
Samson Turley. The will of Joseph Reeder dated 
17 Aug 1770 instructed his sons to convey to 
John Huff and Nath’l Pegg all that land they 
bought from Joseph Reeder. (This John Huff is 
believed to be eldest son of Benjamin and Ruth.) 
On 2 Oct 1770, John Huff and Nath’l Pegg were 
witnesses for Reeder of Cameron Parish. On 8 
May 1779, John Hoff and Nath’l Pegg witnessed 
a release for Phillip Brown and David Reeder. 
1773 Botetourt Co, VA, on 12 May, the county 
court considered a report by Leonard Huff, Jo- 
seph Willis, and William Bell on establishing a 
road from Bent Mountain to Bell’s Mill on Little 
River. It ordered Joseph Willis to survey from 
Bell’s Mill to the top of Long Ridge, and Benja- 
min Huff to survey from Long Ridge to Bent 
Mtn. Joseph Willis and Benjamin Huff were 
each to keep their parts of the new road in re- 
pair. 

1774 Botetourt Co, VA, Tax lists showed two 
John Huff's, Phillip Huff, Joseph Huff. In April 
court, James Rentfro was plaintiff against John 
Van Bebber, but James did not appear. In 
Washington Co, VA, John Wilson first appeared 
on county records. 

1776 John Hough was paid 6 pounds for a rifle. 
1779 Botetourt Co, VA, Stephen Huff did jury 
duty. John Huff received grant of land on South 
Fork of Pigg River. Benj. Huff was plaintiff in a 
case against Josiah Willson. Benjamin did not 
appear, and court ruled in favor of Willson. 
That year, Leonard Huff, Jasper Terry, and Wil- 
liam Terry were to view the way for a road from 
Pine Sput to Major Inglishe’s. They reported 
favorably, and in May 1780, Benjamin Huff was 
to open the road and keep it in repair, using the 
men from Capt. Wilson’s Comp. Later that year, 
Benjamin Huff was replaced by James Cooper 
and William Terry. In Montgomery Co, a John 
Wilson was to appraise the estate of John Max- 
well. (This may be a different person from the 
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following.) On 15 Aug 1779, John Wilson of 
Botetourt, VA bought 100 acres on the South 
side of Blackwater River in Henry Co (later 
Franklin Co). By 8 Nov, he held 176 acres in 
Henry Co. (This is the John Wilson who later 
moved to Barren Co, KY.) 

1780 Montgomery or Botetourt Co, VA, John 
Wilson on grand jury. 

1782 Botetourt Co, VA, Benjamin Huff owned 
200 acres of land near Bent Mtn., for which he 
was taxed that year (Charles Burton, Botetourt 
Co, VA, Early Settlers: Joshua Wilson owned 
210 acres in the same year on Brush Creek of 
Little River. On 31 Aug 1782, Joseph Huff was 
in Capt Eson’s Comp. In 1st District, along with 
John and William Hungate. Benjamin Huff and 
his son John, were in Capt Martin’s Comp., 4th 
District, from Bent Mtn area. In Washington Co, 
VA, Thomas Lee did jury duty. 

1783 , 8 May. Botetourt Co, VA, Benj Huff was 
exempted from payment of county levies ac- 
count of his age and infirmity. Tax lists for the 
headwaters of South Fork and Little River in 
Capt. Esom’s Comp. Include Joseph Huff, Ruth 
Huff, and John Wilson. On 18 Apr, Joseph Huff 
rec. 108 acres of land on Beaver Creek; on 16 apr 
Joseph Huff rec another grant on West Fork of 
Little River. These grants may or may not be for 
the same Joseph. 

1776/83 Botetourt Co, VA, Benjamin Huff fur- 
nished services to support the Rev. War. (P 143, 
Stoner, A Seed-Bed of the Republic “Other peo- 
ple furnishing materials or service in war effort: 
Order Book 1780-1784”.) (Also p 29 in Aber- 
crombie & Slatten, Virginia Public Claims, 
Botetourt County, shows Benjamin Huff on 12 
Dec 1782 claimed 16 shillings for one blanket 
and Phillip Huff claimed 16 shillings, 8 pence for 
100 Ibs. of flour, and pp 30-31 shows at an earlier 
time, Benjamin Hoff contributed a carriage of 
wheat, Phillip Hoff 2 1/2 bushels of wheat, and 
Thomas Wilson 5 1/2 bushels of wheat. 

1787 Botetourt Co, VA, John Huff, William Huff, 
Leonard Huff and Phillip Huff on Tax list. In 
Montgomery Co, VA, John Wilson witnessed 
will of David Doack. In Franklin Co, VA, John 
Wilson was taxed for 36 acres on 14 May. 

1790 Montgomery Co, VA, John Huff on List N, 
John Robinson’s District, formerly the upper 
Dist. Of Botetourt Co. 

1793 Montgomery Co, VA, John Hough, Lt in 
the 75th Regt of Militia, and qualified as Com- 
missioner of the Peace. 

1794 Montgomery Co, VA, John Hough, Lt, and 
James Rentfroe, Ensign, in 75th Regt. 

1795 Montgomery Co, VA, Inventory for John 
Huff, ded, intestate. James Rentfroe was to be- 
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come Capt of the Militia, and Thomas Lee to 
become Esign. James Rentfroe was also to be- 
come a processioner. 
1796 Montgomery Co, VA, James Rentfroe be- 
came Justice of the Peace and Capt. of the 
Militia. 
1798 Montgomery Co, VA, Cornelius Reed 
bought for $300 from William and Nancy Ald- 
ridge 100 acres on headwaters of Little River. 
1799 Montgomery Co, VA, John Wilson was 
Constable in Capt King’s Comp. (This must be a 
different person from the son-in-law of Benjamin 
Huff.) 
1800 Montgomery Co, VA, Mother, brothers 
and sisters settle estate of John Huff, turning 
over shares to Thomas Lee, who on 2 Oct, for 
190 pounds, sold to Joseph Beath the 200 acres of 
land on the headwaters of Litle River. 
1807 Kanawha Co, VA, Estates of Joseph Huff 
and Stephen Huff were entered into settlement 
proceedings. 
1815 Barren Co, KY, Will Book 1:316, will of 
John Wilson. 
1839 Claiborne Co, TN, Last will and testament 
of Thomas Lee. 
Diary of Reverend Jonas Durman Wilson (1808- 
1887).

LAWRENCE AND SARAH HAFF 
OF HAMPSHIRE Co.,VA 

Lawrence HAFF (bp 10 Sep 1720 in 
the RDC, Jamaica, Queens Co, NY - will 
of 11 Nov 1778 Hampshire Co, VA, proved 
1783) moved westward into NJ with his 
parents. Then Lawrence and some of his 
brothers moved into MD and VA, but the 
route they took is not clear. (It is possible 
Lawrence HAFF was the Lawrence HOFF 
who was listed, p 555, Colonial Soldiers of 
the South, 1732-1774, as a militiaman 
under Col Adam Stephen on 18 May 1761. 
He was listed in the poll taken at the 
Election of Burgesses, Frederick County, 
VA.) 

A few years later, Lawrence HAFF 
began buying land in Hampshire Co, VA. 
In 1765, he and wife Sarah leased and 
released land to Samuel DEW. It is 
known that Lawrence md Sarah 
KUYKENDALL ( - d after 1787, Hamp- 
shire Co, VA), dau of Jacob and Sarah 
(WESTVALL) KUYKENDALL. In 1767, 
he received land from Luke COLLINS. In 
1768, he received land from Nicholas 
FRIEND and from Dennis PURCEL and 
wife. In 1767, Sarah HAFF, probably as 
wife of Lawrence HAFF, received land 
from Luke COLLINS. In 1769, Lawrence 
HAFF mortgaged land to Samuel DEW. 
In 1772, Lawrence and wife Sarah sold a 
parcel of land to John DECKER. 

Lawrence HOFF made his will 11 Nov 
1778, and it was probated 9-12-1783. Ex- 
ecutors were his wife Sarah and John 
DECKER. Ch mentioned were Lawrence, 
Paul, Luke, and Abraham. There could 
have been others not mentioned. Securi- 
ties were John WESTFALL and Jonathan 


PURCELL. Witnesses were Joseph 
NEVILL, Peter HOG, Dan MCNEIL, and 
Alex WHITE. 

Sarah HOFF and John DECKER, as 
executors of Lawrence HOFF, dec'd, on 9 
Sep 1783, made claim for contributions to 
the Rev. cause to incl: 90 days pasturages 
1 pound, 10 shillings; 500 pounds of hay, 
15 shillings; pasturages for 6 horses, 2 
shillings. (p 16, Abercrombie & Slatten, 
Publick Claims. Hampshire County, (p 
20 and p 22 of the original listing). 

Ch from will: 

1. Lawrence () was to receive 1 silver 
spoon, 1 gold ring, and silver snuff box. 
No other information. 

2. Paul (b Hampshire Co, VA - before 
10 Nov 1804 Clark Co, KY) was md to 
Lucy ???, and had a dau Sarah. He was 
to receive 2 silver spoons and a gold ring. 
No other record found. 

3. Luke (12 Nov 1766 Hampshire Co, 
VA - 19 Apr 1837 Edgewood. Pike Co, 
MO., bur Mullen's, Farm, Edgewood, MO) 
was to receive the land he lived on. This 
was the Luke HAFF who moved from WV 
to Shelby Co, KY, by 1795, thence to Pike 
Co, MO, after 1820. He amassed 4800 
acres of land and numerous slaves in the 
process of land dealing and trading and 
planting. He md Eleanor WILSON (8 
June 1771 Nd - 9 May 1862 Edgewood, 
MO) and their ch include: Luke; Abra- 
ham; Elin; Sally; Betsy; Flolina; Sophia, 
and Polly. Descendants continued to be 
recorded as HAFF or HOFF, seldom as 
HUFF. 

4. Abraham (__) was to receive the 
land where the house stood. He was en- 
gaged with Luke HAFF in buying and 
selling land in Hampshire Co, VA. 
Though one Abraham did appear about 
1795 on Shelby Co, KY, tax lists, an 
Abraham HAFF continued to have land 
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transactions in Hampshire Co, VA, 
through 1796. His first wife was Sarah 
22? ( - before 2 Aug 1797 Hampshire Co, 
VA). He md (2) in Shelby Co, KY, on 2 
Aug 1797 Lenar (Ann) WHITAKER dau of 
John Whitaker. Ch incl John W. and 
Parmenas B. 

In 1787, on tax list A for Hampshire 
Co, Luke and Sarah HOFF' were listed, 
with Sarah not being titheable. This 
would indicate she was an elderly woman, 
but it also dates her death after 1787. 

A contemporary who moved with 
Lawrence HAFF to Hampshire Co, VA, 
was Peter HAFF. In 1763, Peter HAFF 
made a lease and release to Jacob 
BRECHTEL, both of Hampshire Co. This 
was witnessed by Samuel DEW, with 
whom Lawrence HAFF also had dealings 
in 1765 and 1769. In 1767 Peter HAFF 
made a mortgage to George WILSON, 
both of Hampshire Co. Witnesses were 
Samuel DEW and Peter HOG. Peter 
HOG was also witness to the will of Law- 
rence HAFF in 1778. Therefore, it can be 
stated that Peter and Lawrence HAFF 
both appeared in the same area of 
Hampshire Co, VA, about 1763. Indeed, 
they both had lots on South Branch (? of 
Potomac River?). In 1767, Leonard HUFF 
witnessed the will of Michael STUMP of 
South Branch. The record seems clear 
that Peter and Lawrence HAFF and 
Leonard HUFF were all on South Branch 
in 176'7. It is clear that Lawrence and 
Peter had business dealings with the 
same persons on South Branch. 

There was also a Cornelius and wife 
Elizabeth HAFF who were in Hampshire 
Co by 1777 buying land from the 
DEMOSS family. This family was in that 
part of Hampshire Co which was later in 
Morgan Co. In 1787, Cornelius HAFF, a 
son of Cornelius and Elizabeth, was next 
to Abraham HAFF, apparent son of Law- 
rence and Sarah. This family was thus 
possibly related to that of Lawrence. 

It seems quite proabable that these 
three, Lawrence, Peter, and Cornelius, 
are three of the sons of Lawrence and 
Marytje (KOUK) HAFF of NY and 
Hunterdon Co, NJ, who was a descendant

of Jurian HAFF of Swabia, the Nether- 
lands, Brazil, and New Amsterdam. 

There are also records for a John 
HOFF, Sr, a John HOFF, Jr, and a Law- 
rence HOFF for Fermanagh Twp, Cum- 
berland Co, PA, for 1763, which was the 
first year a tax assessment was made for 
that area. These three had their land 
seized in a Sheriff's land sale on 25 Jul 
1765, all to repay a debt to James 
PATTERSON. 

This land was on the north side of 
River Juniata, near William 
PATTERSON. They were noted to be 
"late of said county," so they had likely 
moved away. When land was sold in this 
area in 1770, it was described as bounded 
by land of William PATTERSON and 
Edmund HUFF. Earlier, the names of 
Joseph HOFF and Lawrence HOFF had 
been mentioned in Lancaster Co, Hanover 
twp, on tax lists for the 1750's. (There 
was another Lawrence HOFF in Lancas- 
ter Co, PA who later moved to Frederick 
Co, MD. Records for these two Lawrence 
HOFF individuals can be confused. 

Haff lineage is Lawrence and Sarah 
(Kuykendall) of NY, NJ, and Hampshire 
Co, VA; Lawrence and Sarah (Kouk) of 
NY and Hunterdon Co, NJ; Laurens J. 
and Kniertje (Meet) of Brazil and NY; 
Jurians and Tuentien (Meyerink) of 
Swabia and Brazil;

This will, pro- 
bated 8 Mar 1768 showed Michael had 
wife Catherine, sons George, Leonard, 
Michael, and three unnamed daus. (This 
individual does not seem to be related.) 


1769 Hampshire Co, WV, on 17 June 
Lawrence Haff made a mortgage to Sam- 
uel Dew on 142 acres of land on Potomack 
River. Witnesses were John Holliday, 
James Lewis, and Johanna Farrow. 


1772 Hampshire Co, WV, on 12 May 
Lawrence and Sarah Haff granted to John 
Decker of Hampshire Co, a parcel of land 
on South Branch, received 11 Aug 1772. 
Witness was Sam Dew. 


1778 Hampshire Co, WV, on 11 Nov 
Lawrence Hoff made his will. 


1783 Hampshire Co, WV, on 3 May 
Lawrence Hoff will was probated. Execu- 
tors Sarah Hoff and John Decker also 
made claims for Rev. War services ren- 
dered 1779/81. 


1787 Hampshire Co, WV, Sarah Haff 
and Luke Haff on tax list A, Sarah not 
being titheable. Abraham Haff was next 
or near to Cornelius Haff.

ATHERTON HOUGH AND TWO WIVES 
OF ENGLAND AND MA 


Atherton HOUGH (prob. b. Boston, 
Lincolnshire, England - 11 Sep 1650 Bos- 
ton, MA) md in Boston, England, 9 Jan 
1617/18 to Mrs. Elizabeth (BULKELEY) 
WHITTINGHAM ( - 14 Oct 1643 Boston, 
MA), widow of Richard WHITTINGHAM. 
She had at least one WHITTINGHAM ch 


named John, who settled in Ipswich, MA, 
and later in his will, proved 27 Mar 1649, 
bequeathed to his half- brother, Samuel 
HAUGH. (John WHITTINGHAM had 
been bap 29 Sep 1616 as son of Richard 
WHITTINGHAM.) Elizabeth had a 
brother, Peter BULKELEY, who also be- 
queathed to his "cousin," or nephew, 
Samuel HAUGH. If there were other 
HOUGH ch, their names have been lost. 
It is known that Atherton, Elizabeth, and 
their son Samuel were passengers along 
with Rev. John COTTON, on the ship 
"Griffin" which arrived in Boston, New 
England, on 4 Sep 1633. Atherton 
HOUGH had been Mayor of Boston, 
England, in 1628, so he was familiar with 
government affairs. He was listed as a 
Freeman on arrival. Soon after his arri- 
val in New England, he became one of the 
"Assistants" in the government of Boston. 
he settled in that part of Quincy now 
known as "Hough’s Neck," a favorite sea- 
side resort. Atherton HOUGH was an 
adherent of Mrs. HUTCHISON and Mr. 
WHEELWRIGHT in a famous religious 
arguement against others of the estab- 
lished church. It seems most likely that 
Atherton pronounced his name as "hoffe," 
and his name was frequently recorded as 
HOFFE and HAUGH, though he clearly 
wrote it as HOUGH. All known descen- 
dants are now "huff." 

Children: 

1. Samuel (bp 23 Dec 1621 Lincolnshire, 
England - 30 Mar 1662 Boston, MA) was 
one of the early students at Harvard Col- 
lege in 1642. On graduating, he became 
the second minister of Reading, MA. In 
1650 in Reading or Charlestown, he md 
Sarah SYMMES (- 1684 MA), dau of Rev. 
Zecheriah SYMMES, and their on incl: 
Samuel, Jr; Rebecca; Elizabeth; Sarah; 
Mary; and Zachariah (d. young). After his 
father's death, Samuel petitioned for 400 
acres of land which had been granted to 
his father. In 1655, he sold this land, 
which was near Concord. After Samuel 
died, Widow Sarah HOUGH md (2) John 
BROCK. 

2. Elizabeth ( - 14 Oct 1648 MA). 
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It seems possible that there were 
other ch born to Atherton and Elizabeth, 
but none have been identified. 

After Atherton HOUGH's first wife 
died, he md (2) with banns of 4 April 1646 
in Boston, Susanna KIMBALL (d by 
1651.), and they had at least one child: 

38. Ferdinando (c 1648 Boston, MA - 
prob. d in ME) was known as "HUFF," 
"HOFF," or "Off," and he settled very 
early in the part of MA now known as 
Maine. He md Mary MOSES ( ) 

dau of John MOSES, and had a family to 
include a son Thomas, a dau Mary, and 
possibly others named George, James, 
Joseph, Sarah, and John (d. young). Most 
of the HUFF families of ME descend from 
the son Thomas. These are the only de- 
scendants now known from either Ferdi- 
nando or Atherton. 

It is known that the BULKELEY 
family has royal lines, so any descen- 
dants of Atherton and Elizabeth can 
make the claims for that lineage (See 
Magna Carta Sureties, line 98). 
Hough’s Neck near Boston where Ather- 
ton had land became a prosperous seaside 
resort, and the place name is now gen- 
erally mispronounced to rhyme with 
"how". The early records clearly show that 
Atherton pronounced the name as huff or 
hoff. Son Samuel, the minister, was more 
frequently recorded as HAUGH. Son 
Ferdinando was always recorded as some 
variant of Huff or Hoff, sometimes as Of. 

Hough lineage is Atherton and two 
wives of England and MA; 


References as of 14 Mar 1995: 


1621 pp 162-163, April 1874), "Boston, 
England, and John Cotton in 1621," 
NEHGR, shows that Atherton Houghe 
admitted to breaking off the hand and 
arms of the pope on the local church 
statue. He apparently was an ardent 
Protestant. 


1628 Lincolnshire, Boston, England. 
Atherton Hough, Mayor of Boston 
(Thompson, History of Boston, England) 


1633 p 105 Passengers and Ships. 
“GRIFFIN.” This ship of 300 tons arrived 


September 4, having been eight weeks 
from the Downs. She brought about 200 
passengers. The listing then shows the 
Cotton and Hough families, among oth- 
ers. 


1635, 1636, 1637 Boston, MA, Atherton 
Hough chosen as Assistant (p 21, Whit- 
more, Massachusetts Civil List ...) 


Vol 1, Records of Massachusetts. There 
are several dozen references to Atherton 
Hough. p 32, Vol II, had one reference 
that Atherton Hoff's petition was not 
granted. (Atherton Hough was not in as 
much public favor after he got into the 
religious controversy.) 


1637 Boston, MA, Atherton Hough chosen 
as Representative. The 1637 census Ap- 
pendix III, Personnel in the Support 
Group, "Mr. Atherton Hough, age 40, 
from Lincoln, arrived 1633, residence 
Boston, churched 1688, franchised 1633, 
gentleman, Ass't Deputy for Colony Of- 
fice, married, court rejects as Deputy, 
Property R." Appendix V, Adult Popula- 
tion, same except Elizabeth was shown. 


1640 Atherton Hough lands were next to 
Braintree, and some were to become part 
of the commons. That same year, Ather- 
ton Hough acted to dispose of the prop- 
erty of Mr. Mellon for the good of the 
widow and her children. He was also 
fined that year for missing church meet- 
ings, probably an aftermath of the 
Hutchison/Wheelock controversy. 


1640, p 126-127, (Apr 18b"), "Memoir of 
the Rev. Francis Higginson," NEHUR, 
stated that after Rev. Higginson died, his 
son "Neophytus was placed with Mr. Hoff 
or Hough of Massachusetts, is to live with 
him till 21 years old, during which time 
Mr. Hough is to keep his 40 pounds and 
then pay this sum to him.” It is known 
that Neophytus Higginson died at age 20. 


1641 Atherton Hough on 2 June granted 
400 acres. 
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1651 Boston, MA, Susan Hough inven- 
tory, (p 336, (Oct 1853), "Abstracts of 
Early Wills of Boston, MA," NEHGR.) 


1650 Vol III:203, Records of Massachu- 
setts, Mrs. Susanna Haugh, left a Boston 
house by her late husband, asked that it 
be repaired out of his estate. Court ruled 
she take the house as is. Vol IV:18, 31, 
Susanna Haugh, widow, to take house left 
her by Mr. Atherton Haugh, as is. 


1650 Vol III:200 Samuel Hough’s petition 
for 400 acres of land granted to his father 
near Concord was granted to him. P 384 
indicated John Blood of Concord bought 
the 400 acres on 23 May 1655.

In one of the references summariz- 
ing Atherton Hough is a statement 
"Hough - place name from village in 
County of Lincoln, England, from Saxon 
and Dutch, hoch, hoog, and hou. The 
name still exists in Flanders as De la 
Hooghe and is of Gaelic Flemish origin. 
Representatives of the family were in 
Cheshire, England, at the time of the 
Conquest." What is known is that a 
Hundred named Hough is in Cheshire, 
but whether there is a village in Lincoln- 
shire so named is not yet documented. If 
the name is of Saxon and Dutch origin, 
then it probably is not of Gaelic and 
Flemish origin. No reference has been 
found for the family in Cheshire until 
about two hundred years after the Con- 
quest.

ALPHEUS HUFF AND TWO WIVES OF 
NY (OR KY,), AND MO 


Alpheus HUFF (c 1794, NY by fam- 
ily tradition - 4 July 1852 of cholera while 
driving hogs to St. Louis, MO, bur on 
family farm, Greene Co, MO) was born to 
a Dr. HUFF in NY according to family 
tradition. The 1850 census records him 
born in KY, where there were three Dr. 
HUFF's in practice at the time of his 
birth or shortly after. The state of birth 
or parents have been impossible to verify 
thus far. 

Alpheus served in the War of 1812 
in Capt Phelp's Comp., MO & IL Volun- 
teers, Col Byrd's Regt. He volunteered at 
Minor Burton, MO Terr, in the Spring of 
1815 and served 3 months and was dis- 
charged at St.Louis, MO Terr. He was 
sick when his company was discharged. 
He made application for bounty land on 7 
Jan 1851 before R. A. HUFFORD, Justice 
of the Peace. This application, #67268, 
may have been turned down. However, at 
the time of his death, Alpheus HUFF 
owned 700 acres of land in TX; 2 lots, #1 
and #2, Block 5, Adams addition in St. 
Louis; Military Land Warrant 92928, and 
the East 1/2 of the NE 1/4 of Sec 4, Twp 
31, Rn 19 (80 acres) in Greene Co, MO. 
The possession of the Military Land War- 
rant may indicate he actually received a 
warrant for his services from the State of 
MO, as he may have received this war- 
rant in 1816. 

Family tradition indicates that Al- 
pheus settled in MO in 1816, when he re- 
ceived land warrant 92928 for his war- 
time services. He lived at first in Frank- 
lin Co. On __ 1820 In Franklin Co, MO, 
Alpheus md (1) Sarah "Sallie" CRAFT (10 
June 1804 TN - 20 Apr 1840 Fair Grove, 
MO, bur on family farm), parents not 
known, The date of death is based on the 
1840 census, which shows only a teen age 
female in the hh. This was likely Susan 
Jane. Their ch: 

1. Susan Jane (1822 - 1852 on the Oregon

and Marvin. In 1880, Charles W. showed 
his father born in NY and his mother in

5. Alpheus Marion (31 July 1833 MO 27

Catherine PIPKIN. They moved to 
Whitesboro in Grayson Co, TX, but later 
lived in Wilbarger Co. Ch incl Sterling P.;

Edmund and Nancy (Jones) Huff of PA 
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Edmund Huff (ca 1747 - after 
1810,Lycoming Co., PA) was a pioneer in 
Cumberland, Northumberland and Lycoming 
counties in PA. His origin is presently un- 
known.. The name of his wife and at least 
three children are known. 

Edmund Huff, before 1775, married 
Nancy Jones (1748/49 - ) dau of Pickett and 
Elizabeth / Mary (James) Jones of Baltimore 
MD and Cumberland County, PA. 

Children: 

1. Elizabeth ( 1770 Northumberland Co., PA - 
2. Hannah ( 1772 Northumberland Co., PA - 
3. John ( before 1778, - ). Mentioned in a land 
transfer of 1799, from Edmund to son John. 
This John may be the John Huff listed in the 
1820 Census as living in Chapman Township 
of Lycoming Co. (An area that later became 
Lumber Twp. in Cameron County. Also where 
Edmund F. appeared shortly after 1820. 

After these three, there may be a generation 
gap, which could mean there was a second 
marriage or a grandchild was given the same 
name: 

(4). Edmund F. Huff (17938, Northumberland 
Co., PA - 1870 Cameron Co., PA) In 1820, he 
married Magdalena (“Mary” or “Polly”) Span- 
gler (1802 - 1890) daughter of John and Mary 
(Strawbridge) Spangler. They had: John S. 
(Strawbridge ?); Nancy Jones; William Jones; 
Polly; Edmund Thompson; Strawbridge Ed- 
mund; and Samuel Edmund. (William J. had 
Francis Marion, who had Clarence Walter, 
who had Max Kenneth Huff.) 

Lineage is Edmund and Nancy (Jones) Huff of 
Cumberland and Northumberland Co’s, PA. 


Note: The following references refer to 
“Edmond” and “Edward” Huff. There is some 
evidence that they are one and the same, but 
also evidence to the contrary. Since it had not 
been proven either way, both references are 
included here. Also, Edmund is often spelled 
Edmond, and even Edmon. 


1766: Edmon Hoff applied for 200 “Eacors” on 
the North side of Armstrongs Creek, Paxtang 
Twp., Lancaster Co., PA. His application was 
to “include the improvments made by 
Czephaniah Hoff’. 

1768: Edmund Huff was on the tax list for 
Fermanaugh Twp, Cumberland Co. He had 
268 acres at Delaware Run on the Juniata 
River, called Barley Field. The survey for this 
property was dated 19 April, 1768 and signed 
by John Lukens. It was made out to “Edward 
Huff’, although the tax list shows “Edmund”. 
1768: Northumberland, Co., Nipenose Twp. 
Edmund Huff was on Antes Creek, Nipenose 


Bottom (p159, History of West Branch Valley) 
This property was later lived on by Benjamin 
and Gersham Huff. 

1769: Northumberland Co., PA Bald Eagle 
Twp. An early surveyer discovered Edmund 
Huff at Eagle’s Nest near Milesburg. He was 
describes as “An early Cumberland Adven- 
turer” 

1774: Northumberland Co., PA, Lycoming 
Twp. Edmund was living one mile above the 
mouth of Lycoming Creek. 

1776: Both Edmund and Edward Huff re- 
ceived Depreciation Pay from the county Mili- 
tia. (pp 369, 682 PP Archives, Series 5, Vol 4. 
(Not on the same list). 

1778 Both Edmund and Edward were privates 
in the Northumberland County Continental 
Line. (Soldiers of the Rev., p 682.) (Again, not 
on the same list). They always appear sepa- 
rately, which may lend some strength to the 
theory that they are the same person. 
1778-1780: Northumberland Co., Turbit Twp., 
Valuation of 135.3 for State Tax; Edmund 
Huff. (PP Archives, p 422). 

1778: Northumberland Co., Lycoming Twp. 
He may have joined in “The great runaway” 
and did not return until 1784. 

1778: Northumberland Co., PA. Woodward 
Twp. Edmund Huff was living near Linden, a 
few miles west of Williamsport. 

1779: Northumberland Co., PA. Edward Huff 
was admin.of the estate of Levy Jones. 

1780: Northumberland Co., Turbot Twp. Ed- 
ward Huff on State Census. 

1781: Edmond Huff was a signer of the First 
petition to the State Government concerning 
their rights to land they had previousely set- 
tled “beyond the purchase line”. 

1782: Northumberland Co., Turbot Twp. wit- 
nessed estate proceedings of William George, 
desceased; on 28 May. 

1782: Northumberland Co., Turbett Twp, 
State Tax, 150 acres, Edmond Huff, pg 505. 
1783: Northumberland Co., Bald Eagle Twp., 
Edward Huff on Federal Supply Tax list. 
1783/84: Northumberland Co., Federal Supply 
Tax, 100 acres, Edward Huff, pg 557. 

1784: Edward Huff signed the Second petition 
to the State authorities regarding their rights 
to the land they had previousely settled 
“beyond the purchase line”. Many persons 
signed both petitions (three years apart), but 
again, Edmond and Edward were not on the 
same petition. To date, no list or other docu- 
ment has been found where both names ap- 
pear together. (two persons or one ?) 

1784: Edmund may have reclaimed land va- 
cated in the Great Runaway in 1778. 
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1785: Northumberland Co., Bald Eagle Twp., 
100 acres, State Tax, Edmund Huff, pg 620 
Note: 2 references to Tax in Bald Eagle Twp; 
one spelled Edward and the other Edmund! 
1785: Northumberland Co., Edmund Huff 
held two Land Warrants for 300 acres each, on 
25 July. (PPA, Series 3, Vol 25, p 70.) 

1785: Northumberland Co., Bald Eagle Twp. 
Printed list of taxables show Edmund Huff. 
The original handwritten version shows 
“Edward” Huff. Also, the 100 acre valuation 
was entered then crossed out. 

1786: Northumberland Co., Lycoming Twp. 
Edmund Huff, Joseph Mahaffey and James 
Grier were appointed Tax collectors for the 
township. Signature is on the final document 
submitted to the Board of Commissioners. 
1786: Lycoming Twp formed from Lycoming 
Creek to Pine Creek. Edmond Hoff lived 
within that township at that time. 

1786: Edmund Huff signed a petition to form 
Pine Creek Township. It was split off from 
Bald Eagle. It is interesting that Edmund 
Huff signed this petition while Edmond Hoff 
signed the Lycoming Township petition in the 
same year. 

1786: Northum.Co., Lycoming Twp. Edmund 
Huff is taxed for livestock. (PPA p 710) 

1787: Northumberland Co., Lycoming Twp. 
Edmund Huff taxed for 187 acres of land. Also 
Benjamin Huff was taxed in Nipenose Twp on 
100 acres. John Huff is not listed. 

1788: Northumberland Co., Lycoming Twp. 
Edmond Huff taxed on 170 acres of land and 
livestock. Also, John Huff appeared for the 
first time and was taxed on 60 acres. 

1789: Northumberland Co. Lycoming Twp. 
Edmund and John Huff taxed for land and 
livestock. Edmund for 400 acres and John for 
300 acres. 

1790: Census for Northumberland Co. Ed- 
mund Huffe 1-5-6. Also John, 2-0-3, Benjamin 
1-2-3 and William 2-0-1. (all spelled Huffe by 
the Census Enumerator) 

1790: Edmund Huff signed a petition to the 
Govenor asking for speedy justice for the kill- 
ers of two indians, else the settlement at Pine 
Creek would have to be abandoned. 

1791: Northumberland Co. Lycoming Twp. 
Edmund and John taxed for land and stock. 
1793: Northumberland Co. Edmund Huff held 
a land warrant for 400 acres, on 15 March. 
(PPA, Series 3, Vol 25, p 178). 

1795: Lycoming County was formed on Apr 
13th. It had townships of Muncy, Bald Eagle, 
Washington, Loyalsock, Lycoming, Nippenose 
and Pine Creek. 

1799: Lycoming Co., PA. When Lycoming 
County was formed, Edmund Huff was in it’s

territory. He was involved in Huff vs Latcha, 
regarding events that took place before the 
Great Runaway. (pp 422-424 Indian Land and 
It’s Fair Play Settlers, by Linn.) ; 
1799: Edmund Huff conveyed a tract of land 
known as “Longscot” to his son John Huff. 
The instrument was witnessed by Elizabeth 
and Hannah Huff. It was not filed until 1803. 
The exact location and size of the tract is not 
known. It lay on T___ Creek, along the West 
Branch of the Susquehanna River in Lycom- 
ing County. The name of the creek is ob- 
scured. 
1799: Northumberland Co., Edward Huff was 
appointed administrator for the Will of Levi 
Jones, who had died in Northumberland Co. 
1800: Census, Lycoming Co., PA. Edmund 
Hoff 22202-00301. It seems likely that this 
large household represented two families, or 
grandchildren. 
1800: Original Tax enumeration for the new 
Lycoming County. Edmund, 53, farmer; 
Nancy, 51, his wife; Elizabeth, 30 and Han- 
nah, 28. (History of Lycoming Co., p 245. 
1801: Lycoming County, Loyalsock, Edmund 
Huff was a customer in John Sloan’s store. 
1810: Lycoming Co., PA. Old Lycoming Town- 
ship. Edmunde Hoff 00301-00201 
1810: Lycoming Co., PA. Dunstable Township, 
Edmund Hoff, 10301-20010 

The issue of Edmund/Edward, plus the exis- 
tence of two Edmunds in 1810 has not been 
resolved. It appears that the Edmunde in Old 
Lycoming Twp in 1810 is the one being 
tracked since his first record in 1766. The 
Edmund in Dunstable may be a younger man, 
a son, nephew, etc.. Edmund’s will has not 
been found, nor any probate records.

JAMES A EY HUFF OF NJ, VA 


GA, AND AL 


James HUFF (13 Sep 1759 Hopewell, 
old Hunterdon (now Mercer) Co, NJ - c 1839 
Perry Co, AL) stated he lived in Prince William 
Co, VA, in 1776 when he first served as a vol- 
unteer during the Rev. War. He served in 
Oct/Nov 1776 for 40 days in that war in VA 
troops under Capt. George Bell. In Sep 1781, 
he served under Capt. James McLusky and Col. 
Meriweather in the Siege of Yorktown. He 
stayed in VA after the war and lived there until 
1789, when he moved to GA. By 1792, he was 
in Elbert Co. He lived in GA until 1819, when 
he moved to Perry Co, AL. When James HUFF 
first applied for a pension in 1833, it was turned 
down because he did not show more than six 
months of service. Later, he was able to prove 
he had indeed served more than six months and 
qualified. He received pension S-13476 until 
1839. There was no family information in the 
pension papers. 

Study of Loudoun Co, VA, records in- 
dicate that James probably lived as James HOFF 
in Loudoun Co, VA, (just north of Prince Wil- 
liam Co at the time) during the 1782-88 time 
period. He was usually recorded as James 
HOFF, though he may have been mis-recorded 
as James HOUGH during some years. He is 
believed to be the person who md a widow there 
some time before 1785, Mrs. Amey BUCKLEY 
(c 1760 - prob d after 1830, Perry Co, AL). Her 
first husband, William BUCKLEY, Jr had died 
16 Sep 1776 in Loudoun Co. She had at least 
one BUCKLEY ch, Elijah (11 Nov 1775 Lou- 
doun Co, VA - 1855 Jasper Co, MS). This Eli- 
jah BUCKLEY in 1798 in GA md Nancy 
GUNTER and moved with HUFF relatives 
through GA into Perry Co, AL, then he moved 
alone on to Jasper Co, MS. A 11 Oct 1785 
Loudoun Co Court Order required James HOFF, 
and Amey, his wife, formerly Amey 
BUCKLEY, administrators for the estate of 
William BUCKLEY, Jr, to give an accounting 
of their handling of the estate to John and 
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Joshua BUCKLEY. (Loudoun Co, VA, Court 
Order Book 1, p 111). William BUCKLEY, Sr, 
father-in-law of Amey, mentioned William 
BUCKLEY, Jr, deceased, as one of his ch in his 
12 July 1786 will, probated 8 June 1779. Elijah 
BUCKLEY, son of the deceased William, Jr, 
was to receive his father's part. John and Joshua 
BUCKLEY, also sons of William, Sr, were his 
executors. In later years in Perry Co, AL, there 
were HUFF/BUCKLEY cousin marriages. 
James and Amey HOFF lived in VA through 
1787 and probably a little later, though he does 
not appear on 1788 nor 1789 tax records in that 
county. In 1787, he was taxed for himself and 
another adult male, John HERRING. He was 
made Constable for his area of the county in 
Dec 1784. He was sued in Loudoun Co in 1787 
by MITCHELL, then in 1788 by TRIPLETT, 
but a 1790 suit by HOP was discontinued. 

There was also a Charles HOFF in Lou- 
doun Co records, and a 1786 lawsuit showed 
James HOFF to be his assignee. There were 
probably brothers, certainly relatives. Charles 
HOFF was on Loudoun Co, VA, records from 
1782 through 1788. There was a Charles 
HUFF/HOUGH later through 1795, but this 
could be another person. Confusing this record 
on Charles HOFF is the fact that in 1787, there 
was a Charles HOFF on both Loudoun Co and 
Prince William Co records. By 1794, one 
Charles HOFF held land on Clark Creek in 
Wilkes Co, GA. 

There was another James 
HOOF/HUFF/HOUGH in Loudoun Co concur- 
rently with James HOFF. Their records are not 
readily separated today for the 1782-88 period. 
This James HOOF family mostly settled later in 
Faquier Co, VA. In 1787, James HOUGH was 
taxed for himself and two adults in his house- 
hold, Gabriel and Leonard (or Lawrence) 
HOUGH. Gabriel is believed to be the person 
who farmed near or in Loudoun Co and died as 
a soldier during the War of 1812 as Gabriel 
HUFF. His son, James Boy HOOF, also served 
during that war. 

A Lawrence HOOFF or HUFF also 
stayed in the general area. 

James HUFF can be identified in Elbert 
Co, GA, 1792-95, and on the 1801 tax list for 
that county. He was then on tax and other rec- 
ords until about 1818. He apparently lost his 
land in a Sheriff's sale in 1803, then again in 
another Sheriff's sale about 1818. In the second 
sale, his neighbor, John WHITE, Sr, bought the 
100 acres on Falling Creek, then sold it to his 
son, John WHITE, Jr. James HUFF may have 
been the delegate from Elbert Co to the Georgia 
Constitutional Convention. There is no further 
information on the wife except that of the 1830 
2 


Perry Co, AL, census, and she possibly died 
before James. It could be that she survived 
James, but did not live long enough to collect a 
pension of her own. She was certainly alive in 
1830, age over 60, possibly over 70. Likely, all 
her ch were born before 1800, but this is not 
known. The only HUFF child which can be 
identified with confidence is Mathias, who 
moved with James HUFF to Perry Co, AL, and 
lived near him. There were likely others, but 
Elbert Co, GA, records have not been studied. 


1. Elijah BUCKLEY (11 Nov 1775 Loudoun 
Co, VA - 1855 Jasper Co, MS) in 1798 md in 
GA Nancy GUNTER (___- 1863 Jasper Co, 
MS). They lived near James and Mathias HUFF 
households in Elbert Co, GA, and in Perry Co, 
AL, before settling in Jasper Co, MS. This 
family has not been traced, but there were many 
prominent BUCKLEY citizens of Jasper Co, 
MS. At one time they were associated with 
Richmond Nollis HOUGH in the same Baptist 
church association in Jasper Co. 


2. Mathias (1789 VA - after 1860 Perry Co, AL) 


Co, AL) and ch incl Columbus T.; Lucian D. N.; 
and possibly Dandridge Milton "Dock"; G. A.; 
Benjamin M.; Ira H.; and others. 


3. (Probably) Catherine (8 July 1784 VA -c 
1859 Perry Co, AL) md John WHITE (31 July 
1783 VA - 3 Feb 1843 Perry Co, AL), of VA 
parents, and their ch, born in GA and AL, incl 
Fanny; William; Amy; Ann; James; Fanny Mar- 
garett; Elizabeth; John; Sarah B.; and Perry S. 
This John WHITE, is almost certainly the John 
WHITE, Jr, who bought in 1807 from his father, 
John WHITE, Sr, land on Falling Creek next to 
James HUFF. This John WHITE may be the 
one who bought the James HUFF land about 
1818 in a Sheriff's sale and iater solid it to David 
DYE in 1821. 


There is a note by James from his Rev. 
pension papers, that "his father died about 
twenty years after his service." This rules out 
Prince William Co, VA, families of Jonathan 
HOFF, who died in 1778, and Moore HOFF, 
who died in 1827. Two other HOOF families 
were there in 1782 and 1783, Peter, Sr, and Pe- 
ter, Jr. Charles HOFF also served in the Rev. 
War from Prince William Co. In 1787, Peter 
HOFF, Sr, and Charles HOFF were taxed in 
Prince William Co. Daniel, Moore, and Powell 
HOFF were also in the county in 1787. It seems 
likely that James, Peter, Sr, Peter, Jr, Charles, 
and a younger Mathias HOFF all joined in a 
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move to GA about 1788/1789. The note of 
James' father dying about twenty years James' 
service in 1781 coincides with the will and 
death of Peter HOFF in Wilkes Co, GA, in Dec 
1801. 

Huff lineage is James and Mrs. Amey 
(Buckley) of NJ, VA, GA, and Perry Co, AL; 
possibly Peter and Elizabeth Hoff of NJ, VA, 
and GA; poss. Charles and Angelica (Johnson)

THOMAS AND JANE HOUGH OF 
ENGLAND, PA, AND NJ 


Thomas HOUGH (c 1664 Cheshire, 
England - 1736 NJ) was one of the original 
Quaker HOUGH individuals who came to PA 
with William PENN. He was listed as an inden- 
tured servant to John HOUGH of Cheshire, 
England, and Middletown. Bucks co, PA. He 
arrived with John on the "Friendship Of Liver- 
poole," in the 9th month, 1684. He was quite 
young, but he paid off his transportation and 
established himself in Bucks Co, PA, but was in 
Burlington Co, NJ, "above the Falls of Dela- 
ware," by 1699. He was of Hopewell twp in 
1704. On 20 Dec 1704 in Falls MM, Bucks Co, 
PA, he md Jane COWIN (___ - 1759 PA), and 
they lived in PA and NJ. Their ch incl: 


1. Mary (1714 PA-  )on1 Apr 1734 md 
Benjamin CRIPPS. 
2. Sarah ( ) after 1759 md Andrew 
SAWMILL. 
3. Jonathan (8 Aug 1720 PA - 21 June 1778 NJ)

5. Jane ( ) Unm in 1759. 

These five ch all settled in NJ. It is 
possible there were other ch, but none have ever 
been identified. After Thomas died, Widow 
Jane HOUGH on 18 Mar 1739 in Bucks Co, PA, 
md (2) William CHADWICK of Solebury twp. 
She made her will in 1750, with codicil of 1759, 
probated 1759. 

For the next eight generations, only one 
male in this line carried forward the HOUGH 
name, assuming there was no other male ch to 
Thomas and Jane. This makes an unusual fam- 
ily tree.

DANIEL AND ELIZABETH HUFF OF 
NJ, NC, AND OH 


Daniel HUFF (24 Feb 1747 NJ - 12 Jan 
1816 OH, bur Fairfield Cem, Leesburg, High- 
land Co) apparently moved with his parents 
from NJ or PA to the Quaker communities of 
VA and NC. Family tradition indicates that he 
was of a weakly constitution. He either went or 
was sent to the Shenandoah Valley of Virginia 
to live with a Dr. NAVE. Elizabeth CHRISTIE 
(15 Apr 1740/1748 Winchester, VA - 12 Oct 
1800 Surry Co, NC), dau of Conrad and Helen 
(MONTGOMERY) CHRISTIE of Dinwiddie 
Co, VA, was in the doctor's hh; and the two

young people got acquainted and md. It was 
also stated that Elizabeth had been reared by Dr. 
NAVE. Daniel and Elizabeth were ardent 
Quakers who took part in organizing meetings 
and eventually in the move between 1805 and 
1820 to Northwest Territories where Quakers 
could avoid slavery. Ch:

His 
horse, a mare, returned with a colt some months 
later; and she was found standing at the meeting 
house hitching post where she had stood many 
times before. James HORTON was assumed to 
have met with an accident or was killed by Indi- 
ans. Margaret was a Quakeress minister. 

A Huff lineage worked out for patriotic 
societies many years ago is Daniel and Eliza- 
beth (Christie) of NJ, NC, and OH; poss. Daniel 
and Mary (Worley) of NJ, VA, and NC; poss. 
Daniel and Elizabeth (Dudley) of PA and NJ; 
poss. John and Polly (Litter) Huff of NJ; poss. 
John and Sarah (Burt) of England and NJ. (No 
record has ever been found for the last two per- 
sons or families. A more likely lineage is that 
the Daniel who md Elizabeth (Dudley) was son 
of John and Hannah( ___) of England and PA.) 

In 1884, a lineage was given for Daniel, 
son of John above, as: "Daniel Huff, son of John 
Huff, the son of Daniel Huff, the son of Daniel 
Huff, the son of Daniel Huff, was born in Surry 
Co, NC, Nov 29, 1816 and in 1819 his parents 
John and Mary Huff emigrated to Wayne 
County, Ind... His ancestors were of English 
extraction..." This is likely the most accurate 
lineage back to the first Daniel, who could have 
been the Daniel HOUGH, son of John and Han- 
nah, born in Bucks Co, PA, in 1693; however, 
this has never been confirmed. (Vol II:655, 
History of Wayne County, Indiana, 1884).

OLIVER M. AND CYNTHIA M. HUFF OF 

GA, MS, AND TN 

Oliver Martin HUFF (31 Mar 1831 Gwin- 
nett Co, GA - 8 Oct 1914 MS) on 1849 in 
Gwinnett Co, GA, md Cynthia M. EVANS 
(June 1 83 2 GA - after 19 1 0), dau of ? They 
started their fam in GA but moved before 1860 
to Clarke Co, MS, where he had a land grant 
(Book 0- 1:466) in twp 4, rn 18, see 17, date not 
recorded. Oliver was in Clarke County when 
the Civil War started. He enlisted in Sep 1861 
in Comp. F, Tolson Guards, at Buckley's Store 
in Jasper Co, but he actually served in Comp D, 
8th Miss. Inf, the "Ellisville Invincibles." He 
was wounded in the kidney at Murphreesboro, 
TN, in Sep 1863, and was at home on leave 
when his company was surrendered at Rich- 
mond, VA. He applied for state pension on 15 
Aug 1900, stating he had lived in Miss. for 25 
years. He rented land and did not own his home 
at that time. 

After the War, Oliver returned to Clarke Co, 
MS, and was on the state census there in 1866. 
By 1870, he was in Gibson Co, TN. Then he 
returned to Northeast Miss. to what became AlI- 
corn Co about 1875. Alcorn Co had been 
formed in 1870 from Tippah and Tishomingo. 
This county borders TN, and the Battle of Shi- 
loh had been fought just north of its border. The 
land is hilly and not as desirable as other parts 
of the state. Most of the settlers were small 
landholders and farmers from GA, AL, and TN. 
Much of the increase in population moved on 
westward into MS, TN, AR, and TX. Oliver 
and Cynthia had at least nine ch: 

1. Henry A. (July 1850 GA - 1914 Alcorn 
Co, MS) md (1) Elizabeth N. BUTRAM (1850 
TN c 1895 MS) and (2) Mrs. Sallie C. TAYLOR

Huff will lead the REA 


ississippi native James B. Huff, Sr. has 

become the 12th adminis..ator of the 

Rural Electrification Administration 
(REA) at the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 
Huff was nominated for the post by President 
George Bush during a campaign stop in Jackson 
on March 6 and was confirmed by the U.S. 
Senate on June 26. 

He succeeds Gary Byrne, who held that position 
from March 1990 to December 1991 when he 
became a member of the Farm Credit Board. 
Huffs duties will include overseeing management 
of the REA portfolio of loans to rural electric and 
telephone cooperatives and also the rural 
development activities of the agency. 

REA is USDA’s credit agency that assists rural 
electric and telephone systems in their efforts to 
obtain financing to provide electric and telephone 
service in rural Anierica. It also administers a 
rural development program for its borrowers. The 
REA portfolio currently includes direct loans and 
guarantees which are paid back with interest. 
They are made to some 2,000 rural electric and 
telephone systems in 47 states, Puerto Rico, the 
Virgin Islands, Guam, the Federated States of 
Micronesia, the Marshall Islands and _ the 
Northern Mariana Islands. 

Secretary of Agriculture Edward Madigan said 
Huffs experience as a business executive and as 
state director of USDA’s Farmers Home 
Administration should serve him well in 
managing REA’s federal lending activities. 

From November 1989 until his recent 
appointment, Huff was the FmHA state director 
in Mississippi, where he managed a loan portfolio 
of approximately $2.2 billion and 65,000 
borrowers. In May of 1989, after a career of 
nearly 32 years, he retired as director of 
yperations with the Masonite Corporation, a wood 
sroducts manufacturer in Laurel, Mississippi. He 
vas assistant county agent in Covington County

He describes a distance learning 
ogram to assist rural schools and 
‘dical hookups) which can help 
ral hospitals with diagnosis and 
vatment. These and other vital 
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services would be provided through 
telecommunications made possible 
by REA and its systems. 


Huff said he is convineed that 
REA will play a significant role in 
securing them jobs and _ op- 
portunities which will allow people 
to live and work in rural America of 
the future. 


In a recent interview on his 
Jones County farm, the new 
REA administrator gave his 
opinions on some of the issues 
he and his agency will face. Our 
questions and his answers are 
as follows: 


What do you see as the biggest 
challenges or problems you will 
face? 

There are numerous challenges 
as well as opportunities facing the 
nation’s rural electric systems. The 
problems include the need for an 
adequate supply of new capital. The 
challenges of remaining competitive 
with other utilities despite the 
higher investments required to 
serve rural areas, the issue of ter- 
ritorial protection for rural electric 
systems and maintaining the loy- 
alty and support of a new genera- 
tion of members who do not remem- 
ber what it was like “before the 
lights came on” in rural America. 

Over the past 55 years, REA has 
worked with the rural electric coop- 
eratives in the task of improving 
the quality of life in rural America. 
It is no secret that this partnership 
has been effective and successful. 
As REA administrator, I believe we 
need to continue to be partners if 
rural America is to prosper in the 
future. 


Do you foresee any changes in 
REA’s role as the “banker” for the 
nation’s electric and telephone coop 


eratives? 

There are changes and im- 
provements which should be made 
to improve our ability to serve rural 
electric and telephone systems. We 
have underway an effort to simplify 
and speed up our approvals of lien 
accommodations for those systems 
that wish to use the private sector 
for new financing. Ino conjunction 
with this effort, we are planning to 
update and modernize our form of 
mortgage and loan contract: which 
will also facilitate the ability of bor- 
rowers to obtain. private-sector. fi- 
nancing. We are also updating 
many of our policies and procedures 
to assist borrowers to obtain re- 
quired REA approval. 


There is currently a backlog of 
loans for borrowers at REA. Can 
this situation be improved? 

I am determined to find ways to 
speed this process. The main reason 
for the delay in approving loans is 
due to the fact that the demand for 
loan funds exceeds the supply. 
There are, however, ways that must 
be found to speed the internal pro- 
cess of making capital available and 
the REA staff will be providing rec- 
ommendations on how this can be 
accomplished 


What are your feelings about pre- 
payment of loans, as is being sought 
by the co-ops? 

I strongly support the legislation 
submitted by the Administration to 
Congress which would permit. rural 
electric systems to prepay their 
loans at a discount. This will enable 
those systems that wish to rely on 
private-sector financing to quickly 
exit the REA program. 


Do you believe that REA’s techni 
cal standards oversight of its” bor 
rower syslems should be related?

I believe that the technical stai 
ards and specifications developed 
the REA engineering staffs hi 
proved invaluable in assuring tl 
rural Americans receive adequi 
and reliable electric and telepho 
service.

How do you feel about REA’s ro 
in rural development?

Ther 
is a need in rural America to mair 
tain the electric and telephone ir 
frastructures built in past decades 
REA can and should continue t 
play a role in these areas within ;
